B7.BST  PBISBBYTKBIAN  CHUBCH. 

The  first  ecclesiastical  organization  formed  in 
Chicago  was  the  Ist  Presbyterian  Church,  which 
was  organized  June  2C,  1833.  Meetings  had  been 
held  for  some  time,  at  a  private  house,  and  a  Sab¬ 
bath  school  had  been  sustained,  but  no  church  had 
been  formed  by  any  denomination. 

In  the  Spring  of  1833,  two  companies  of  United 
States  troops,  under  command  of  Maj.  John  Fowle, 
were  transferred  from  Sault  St.  Marie  to  this  place, 
and  brought  with  them  a  clergyman— Rev.  Jere¬ 
miah  Porter,  under  whose  ministry  many  of  the 
officers  and  men  had  been  converted  in  the  previous 
year,  and  it  was  this  accession  of  strength  which 
led  to  the  formation  of  the  church,  which  embraced 
twenty-five  members,  of  whom  sixteen  belonged  to 
the  Garrison.  Mr.  Porter  preached  to  the  church 
during  the  first  two  years  of  its  existence,  and  its 
members  increased  from  twenty-five  to  one  hundred. 
The  church  was  then  supplied  by  different  individ¬ 
uals  for  two  more  years ;  and  then — in  July,  1837 
—Rev.  Jno.  Blatchford  was  installed  as  the  first 
settled  Pastor.  He  continued,  however,  with  the 
church  but  two  years,  and  was  at  his  own  request 
dismissed ;  after  which  Rev.  Flavel  Basrom  was 
pastor  of  the  church  for  ten  years ;  and  Rev.  Har¬ 
vey  Curtis,  the  present  pastor,  has  been  its  minis¬ 
ter  for  almost  six  years. 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Chici^o,  it  wil 
be  seen,  therefore,  has  no  hoary  antiquity  of  which 
to  boast,  although  it  is  the  oldest  of  them  all,  hav¬ 
ing  existed  only  twenty-three  years ;  and  yet  it  has 
experienced  changes  which  might  of  themselves  in¬ 
dicate  a  much  longer  period,  having  had  the  services 
of  seven  different  ministers ;  having  received  one 
thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety-two  members ; 
having  dismissed  and  sent  out  into  other  parts  of 
the  citv  individuals  and  colonies  to  aid  in  organiz¬ 
ing  or  building  up  no  less  than  ten  new  churches, 
of  which  six  were  Presbyterian  and  four  Congrega- 1 
tional.  TTithin  the  last  year  some  twenty-five 
persons,  and  among  them  some  of  the  oldest,  ablest 
and  firmest  friends  of  the  church  have  been  sent 
out  for  these  colonizing  enterprisc-s.  It  is  thus  that 
this  is  the  mother  of  churches.  Generously  has 
she  given  some  of  the  best  of  her  sons  and  her 
daughters  merely  to  aid  in  spreading  the  Redeem¬ 
er’s  kingdom  into  other  parts  of  this  rapidly  in¬ 
creasing  city,  to  aid  in  setting  up  other  lights  and 
increasing  the  general  power  of  the  Church  amidst 
surrounding  worldliness.  It  is  thus  that  this  church 
has  been  drained  in  part  of  its  members  and  its 
strength,  although  enough  still  remain  to  constitute 
a  strong  body.  In  1846,  this  church  reported  to 
Presb>tery  four  hundred  and  fifty-six  members.  It 
now  numbers  but  two  hundred  and  twenty-five. 

The  first  house  of  worship  occujMed  by  this 
church  was  a  small  frame  building  on  the  south¬ 
west  comer  of  Clark  and  Lake  streets,  the  spot 
now  occupied  by  a  great  banking  house,  in  the  very 
centre  of  the  business  portion  of  the  city.  In  1837, 
this  building  was  removed  to  the  south-west  corner 
of  Clark  and  "Washington  streets,  and  enlarged  by 
doubling  its  length.  In  1840,  it  was  again  enlarged 
by  doubling  its  width.  But  a  still  larger  and  more 
substantial  house  soon  became  necessary,  and  in  the 
fall  of  1847,  the  foundations  of  the  present  brick 
edifice  were  laid  on  the  same  spot — 65  feet  by  100. 
This  house  was  finished  and  dedicated  in  1849,  at  a 
cost  of  S24  000.  This  is  a  large,  commodious  and 
pleasant  place  of  worship,  in  which  a  large  and  in¬ 
teresting  aingregation  are  assembled  from  Sabbath 
to  Sabbath  to  listen  to  the  ministrations  of  their 
excellent  pastor.  The  place  is  hallowed  by  many 
sacred  associations.  Here  the  Church  has  witness¬ 
ed  several  times  the  outpouring  of  the  Spirit,  and 
can  point  to  many  of  its  most  valued  members  and 
say,  “  this  man  was  bora  there and  yet  another 
change  is  deemed  necessary  to  the  best  interests  of 
the  church  and  society.  In  the  erection  of  this 
church  a  debt  was  incurred  which  had  never  been 
entirely  removed.  And  in  the  progress  of  the  city 
the  members  of  the  church  have  removed  to  a  dis¬ 
tance  from  this  sanctuary,  and  the  encroachments 
of  business  have  made  the  place  noisy  and  dusty, 
while  at  the  same  time  the  value  of  the  property  for 
businesH  purposes  was  greatly  enhanced.  In  view 
of  these  considerations,  the  society  resolved,  last 
Autumn  to  sell  the  lot  and  building,  and  after  pay¬ 
ing  off  their  debt»  apportion  a  part  of  the  proceeds 
to  two  new  church  enterprises  in  the  North  and 
West  parts  of  the  city,  and  with  the  remainder  to 
purchase  a  new  lot  and  build  a  new  sanctuary  in 
the  South  part  of  the  city,  more  remote  from  the 
dust  and  noise  of  business  streets.  The  sale  was 
made ;  the  new  lot  purchased  ;  the  new  house  of 
worship  U  now  going  up ;  the  Society  still  retaining 
possession  of  the  old  church  while  the  new  is  erect¬ 
ing.  And  by  the  sale  of  this  venerable  property, 
material  aid  is  also  to  bo  rendered  toward  the  erect¬ 
ion  of  two  other  large  and  elegant  churches.  Truly 
thia  seems  a  noble  enterprise.  Tbe  mother  of 
churches  is  thus  continuing  her  fostering  care  and 
substantial  aid  toward  others ;  thus  looking  after 
the  interests  of  the  entire  city  with  her  wonted 
liberality,  and  doing  a  work  for  ages  yet  unborn. 


JABEZ  BABBBB; 

One  of  the  Passengers  of  the  Steamship  Faoifle. 

On  the  last  Sabbath  of  June,  Rev.  Mr.  Curtis, 
Pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Chicago, 
preached  a  sermon  in  his  church  in  the  morning, 
which  was  repeated  by  request  in  the  Third  Pres¬ 
byterian  church  in  the  afternoon,  in  commemora¬ 
tion  of  the  life  and  death  of  the  individual  whose 
name  stands  at  the  head  of  this  article. 

Mr.  Barber  was  bora  in  England ;  educated  as  an 
engineer ;  went  when  but  a  youth  to  seek  his  for¬ 
tune  in  the  West  Indies ;  remained  there,  however, 
but  a  short  time  ;  came,  when  still  a  young  man, 
first  to  Canada,  and  then  to  Michigan,  and  engaged 
at  Grand  River  in  the  lumber  business.  His  rela¬ 
tives  were  of  the  Wesleyan  faith,  but  he  early  be¬ 
came  sceptical,  neglected  the  sanctuary  to  a  large 
extent,  run  his  mills  on  the  Sabbath  as  in  other 
days  of  the  week.  His  lumber  businesjs  brought 
him  olten  to  Chicago,  where,  many  j  ears  ago,  he 
located  himself  to  attend  to  sales,  whilst  a  partner 
in  Michigan  still  attended  to  the  manufacturing. 
Here  he  became  acquainted  with  a  friend,  who 
proved  a  friend  indeed.  By  the  politeness  of  this 
riend.  he  bad  already  been  induced  to  go  to  church 
generally  on  Sunday  morning,  but  that  was  all  he 
could  endure.  Ere  long,  however,  in  a  season  of 
deep  religious  interest,  he  is  persuaded  to  attend  a 
protracted  meeting.  One  sermon  particularly  ar¬ 
rested  his  attention.  He  left  the  house  greatly  of¬ 
fended.  “  Why,”  said  be  to  his  friend,  “you  have 
been  telling  that  minister  all  that  ever  I  did.”  It 
was  aljiuMt  impossible  for  his  friend  to  convince 
him  that  it  was  not  so.  But  when  convinced,  be 
promised  to  come  again.  He  did  come,  and  soon  i 
began  a  new  life  in  Christ  Jesus.  Tbe  same  week,  i 
he  came  out  in  the  prayer  meetinir.  to  the  surprise 
of  many  and  tbe  delight  of  all.  and  with  stammer¬ 
ing  lit*  confessed  Christ,  acknowledged  bis  sin, 
asked  paruon  ot  God  and  of  men,  and  promised  to 
devote  t><e  leinainder  of  i  is  days  to  his  Savior.  He 
immediatel\  oomm<‘nc»-d  s  pi  syerinetting  for  young 
converts  in  his  own  offict*.  II  *  permitted  his  old 


and  now  doubly  valued  friend  to  join  them,  but  the 
rest  were  all  beginners  like  himself,  learning  the 
rudiments  of  the  Christian  life. 

Soon  after  his  conversion,  Mr.  Barber  went  over 
into  Michigan  and  stopped  the  running  of  his  mills 
on  the  Sabbath.  His  partner  thought  he  had  gone 
crazy,  and  would  ruin  their  business.  This  only  in¬ 
duct  Mr.  Barber  to  commit  himself  more  firmly 
to  the  Lord.  He  not  only  stopped  his  mills,  but 
gathered  the  people  together,  held  meetings,  hired 
a  minister,  and  thus  tried  to  undo  the  evil  he  had 
so  long  done,  to  make  his  business  a  blessing  instead 
of  a  curse  in  the  community  which  it  gathered. 

But  his  fortunes  were  not  thereby  ruined.  He 
was  upright,  industrious,  intelligent  and  sagacious, 
and  in  a  few  years  accumulated  a  large  property. 

He  first  married  in  Michigan,  but  buried  his  wife 
and  child  in  one  short  year.  Ten  years  ago.  In  Chi¬ 
cago,  he  was  married  again,  to  a  lady  who  shared 
his  fortune  in  life  and  in  death.  She  was  considered 
every  way  a  help  meet  for  a  worthy  Christian  man. 

Soon  after  his  conversion,  he  joined  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  was  for  nearly  seven 
years  a  ruling  elder  in  that  church,  adorning  bis 
profession  by  a  useful  and  consistent  life.  At  once, 
upon  bis  conversion  he  exerted  himself  to  bring 
others  to  Christ,  and  his  efforts  were  crowned  with 
delightful  success.  His  pastor  says ;  “  Daring  the 
whole  time  of  my  ministry  here,  now  almost  six 
years,  he  has  been  a  much  esteemed  and  faithful 
mem^r  of  the  church  session.  Conscientious  and 
well  grounded  in  bis  religious  faith,  and  withal  de¬ 
cided  and  firm  in  his  character,  I  knew  always 
where  to  find  him.  Of  his  kindness  and  sympathy 
for  the  poor,  I  have  had  many  evidences.  He  was 
a  sincere  friend  of  the  colored  population  of  this 
country  ;  m  feeling  and  in  principle  hostile  to  slave¬ 
ry.  But  he  was  a  Christian,  a  firm  believer  in  the 
doctrines  of  the  Westminster  Confession  and  Cate¬ 
chism,  and  he  had  no  confidence  in  any  reform  which 
begins  by  depreciating  the  authority  of  the  Bible, 
and  relaxing  the  bonds  of  an  evangelical  religious 
faith.  To  be  right  with  God  was  first  in  his  regard  ; 
to  be  right  with  man  was  next  in  order. 

He  had  extensive  business  connections  and  press¬ 
ing  duties,  but  be  found  time  or  took  time  to  attend 
meetings  of  the  Session,  and  social  religious  meet¬ 
ings  ;  nor  did  his  business  seem  to  suffer  by  such 
sacrifices.” 

Last  October,  Mr.  Barber  left  this  country,  tak¬ 
ing  with  him  his  wife  and  one  child,  to  visit  once 
more  his  native  laud  and  surviving  relatives.  The 
visit  was  plea«antly  made,  and  with  high  hopes  and 
pleasant  remembrances  the  party  assayed  to  return 
to  their  American  home  in  the  ill-fated  Pacific. 
They  sailed  from  Liverpool  on  the  23d  of  January, 
1856,  and  as  the  world  knows,  have  not  since  been 
heard  from.  Not  even  a  plank  of  that  noble  ship 
survives  to  tell  the  tale.  Of  all  the  voices  of  the 
deep,  not  one  speaks  in  intelligible  terms  of  the  last 
hours  or  moments  of  that  frieght  of  human  beings. 
How  they  went  down,  where  they  sleep,  we  know 

not _ conjecture  is  useless.  But  of  one  thing  we 

may  be  sure,  all  who  loved  Christ  were  perfectly 
safe  in  those  last  moments,  whatever  happened; 
with  them  all  was  well,  is  well,  and  forever  will  be 
well. 

The  property  which  Mr.  Barber  left  is  estimated 
at  about  $250,000.  At  the  suggestion  of  a  friend, 
he  made  a  will  before  leaving,  giving,  in  case  of  his 
death,  a  thousand  dollars  each  to  three  of  our  great 
benevolent  Societies ;  $3000  to  the  Third  Presby¬ 
terian  Church,  of  which  ho  with  others  was  about 
to  become  a  member,  by  removing  from  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  for  tbe  sake  of  strengthening 
this  enterprise ;  and  beside  a  few  smaller  legacies 
to  relatives  and  friends,  all  the  rest  of  his  vast  prop¬ 
erty  was  left  to  his  wife  and  two  daughters,  his  wife 
being  named  as  one  of  the  executors  of  the  will,  and 
much  was  to  be  left  to  her  discretion  in  regard  to 
the  whole  estate.  Little  did  he  think  that  wife  and 
child  too  might  perish  with  him.  But  so  it  was  or¬ 
dered.  Of  all  his  family,  one  little  daughter  alone 
remains. 

Mr.  Barber  was  a  man  well  known  not  only  in 
Chicago,  but  in  other  parts  of  the  West,  and  highly 
esteemed  as  an  enterprising,  upright,  Christian  man. 
His  loss  is  deeply  felt,  not  only  by  surviving  rela¬ 
tives  and  friends,  not  only  by  tbe  church  which  he 
was  about  leaving,  and  by  tb®  feebler  church  which 
his  presence  and  his  labors  were  expected  so  much 
to  strengthen,  but  by  tbe  whole  community.

BIBLE  FBEACHING. 

Where  the  notion  that  the  talent  employed  in 
Christian  teaching  ought  to  lie  within  a  limited 
and  humble  range,  without  any  high  flights,  any 
deep  soundings,  any  glowing  language,  any  meta¬ 
phorical  Ulustrations,  or  any  masculine  argument, 
can  have  originated,  one  would  be  at  a  loss  to 
learn,  were  the  Bible  alone — Old  Testament  and 
New — the  source  of  our  information.  There  we 
see  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  not  allying  it¬ 
self  with  one  order  of  mind,  or  with  one  stamp  of 
composition,  tamed  down  to  a  standard  of  proper 
ness,  consecrated  by  the  aesthetics  of  some  small 
and  proper  men,  bat  using  every  faculty  that 
God  ever  gave  to  the  human  soul — every  faculty 
of  thought,  illustration,  and  speech — Shallowing 
by  its  fire  all  genius,  all  life,  and  all  nature, 
touching  every  thing  and  illuminating  every 
thing ;  so  that  there  is  not  one  scene  of  domestic 
life,  and  not  one  object  of  God’s  outer  world,  to 
which  the  tongue  of  psalmist  or  prophet,  or  the 
Great  teacher  himself,  has  not  given  a  voice,  and 
made  it  speak  to  us  in  sacred  poetry.  From  the 
grass  beneath  the  mower’s  scythe,  or  the  lily  that 
a  child  has  plucked — ^from  the  bridegroom’s 
beaming  face,  or  the  nursing  mother’s  bosom — up 
to  the  lightning,  the  sun,  and  the  stars,  every 
thing  is  hallowed  by  a  ray  from  the  Bible,  and  is 
hung  round  by  its  sacred  Associations. 

We  can  not  but  believe  that  this  is  the  inten¬ 
tional  model,  and  that  men  of  all  orders,  with 
talents  of  every  possible  shade,  are  meant  to  be 
employed  in  God’s  holy  ministry ;  and  that, 
therefore,  any  narrower  view,  founded  either  upon 
the  ideal  of  some  prominent  example  in  one  class 
j  of  preaching,  on  the  tAste  of  a  given  age,  or  on 
any  notion  whatever  of  classic  style  and  proprie¬ 
ty,  is  hut  an  invention  to  cramp  and  trammel  that 
which  must  everlastingly  be  free — the  utterance 
of  men  who  come  to  speak  to  us  of  all  things  in¬ 
finite  — Arthur's  “  Tongue  of  Fire."

SKETCHES  OF  GEBMAN  DIVINES. 

BT  BIV.  PHILIP  BOHAPF,  B.S. 

The  Late  Dr.  Neander.  ''^’^ 

Bin  Outward  Aupfaranra—Bin  Moral  and RtUgiemn  Claraettr— 
Ilia  Sodal  Bahits—His  Ability  aa  a  Lecturer— Hia  Theology 
and  Church  Biatory. 

In  his  outward  appearance  Neander  was  a  real 
curiosity,  especially  in  tbe  lecture-room.  Think  of 
a  man  of  middle  size,  slender  frame,  homely,  tlTough 
good-natured  and  benevolent  face,  dark  and  strongly 
Jewish  complexion,  deep  seated  but  sparkling  eyes, 
overshadowed  vrith  an  unusually  strong  bushy  pair 
of  eye-brows,  black  hair  flowing  in  uncombed  pro¬ 
fusion  over  tbe  forehead,  an  old-fashioned  coat,  a 
white  cravat  carelessly  tied,  as  often  behind  or  on 
one  side  of  the  neck,  as  in  front,  a  shabby  hat  set 
aslant,  jack-boots  reaching  above  the  knees ;  think 
of  him  either  sitting  at  home,  surrounded  by  books 
on  the  shelves,  the  table,  the  few  chairs  and  all  over 
tbe  floor ;  or  walking  unter  den  Linden,  and  in  the 
Thiergarten  of  Berlin,  leaning  on  tbe  arm  of  his  sister 
Hanncben,  or  a  faithful  student,  his  eyes  shut  or 
looking  half-way  up  to  heaven,  talking  theology  in 
midst  of  the  noise  and  fashion  of  the  city,  and  pre¬ 
senting  altogether  a  most  singular  contrast  to  the 
teeming  life  around  him,  stared  at,  smiled  at,  won¬ 
dered  at,  yet  re.spectfully  greeted  by  all  who  knew 
him ;  or  finally  standing  on  the  rostrum,  playing 
with  a  couple  of  goose  quills  which  his  amanuensis 
had  always  to  provide,  constantly  crossing  and  rc- 
cross’ng  his  feet,  bent  forward,  frequently  sinking 
bis  bead  to  discharge  a  morbid  flow  of  spittle,  and 
then  again  suddenly  throwing  it  on  high,  especially 
when  roused  to  polemic  zeal  against  pantheism  and 
dead  formalism,  at  times  fairly  threatening  to  over¬ 
turn  tbe  desk,  and  yet  all  the  while  pouring  forth 
with  tbe  greatest  earnestness  and  enthusiasm,  with¬ 
out  any  other  help  than  that  of  some  illegible  notes, 
an  uninterrupted  flow  of  learning  and  thought  from 
tbe  deep  and  pure  fountain  of  tbo  inner  life,  and 
thus  with  all  the  oddity  of  the  outside,  at  once  com¬ 
manding  the  veueration  and  confidence  of  every 
hearer :  and  you  have  a  picture  of  Neander,  the 
most  original  phenomenon  in  the  literary  world  of 
this  nineteentb  century.  In  all  this  there  was  not 
the  least  degree  of  affectation;  ho  was  perfectly 
natural  and  almost  as  unconscious  of  his  eccentiici 
ties,  as  a  child  of  his  innocence,  He  was  never 
married  and  belonged  to  those  exceptions  where 
celibacy  is  a  necessity  and  duty,  and  a  means  for 
greater  usefulness  in  the  kingdom  of  God.  But  a 
congenial  sister  kept  house  for  him,  and  attended  to 
his  wants  with  the  most  tender  care.  The  childlike 
intercourse  of  this  original  conple  had  something 
very  touching.  He  was  almost  as  helpless  a>  a  child 
in  matters  of  dress,  and  the  story  runs,  that  he  once 
started  off  for  tbe  lecture-room  in  his  morning-gown 
and  sans  evloUti,  but  was  happily  overtaken  by  the 
watchful  sister ;  also  that  once  in  trying  a  new  pair 
of  pantaloons,  he  kept  on  the  old  ones,  drew  the  left 
half  over  the  right  leg,  and  cut  the  other  half,  off 
with  a  seissor  as  superfluous  !  Se  non  e  vero,  e  len 
irovato.  His  clothing  was  of  the  most  simple  sort, 
and  hardly  fit  for  a  gentleman.  His  moderation  in 
eating  and  drinking  reminded  one  of  the  self-denial 
of  old  Ascetics,  like  St.  Antony  of  Egypt,  who  ate 
•nlv  once  every  three  days,  and  then  felt  ashamed, 
as  an  immortal  spirit,  to  be  in  need  of  earthly 
food.  Yet  he  was  extremly  hospitable,  and  invited 
his  friends  often  to  dinner,  and  while  they  were  en¬ 
joying  the  provisions  of  the  table,  he  talked  to  them 
theology  and  religion,  or  branched  out  occAsionally 
into  harmle.ss  humor  and  the  more  trifling  topic-'  of 
the  day,  as  far  as  they  came  to  his  notice.  The 
students  be  gathered  around  him  one  evening  every 
week,  to  a  social  tea  and  familiar  conversation.  There 
he  gave  free  vent  to  ail  that  agitated  his  mind,  and 
rejoiced  or  troubled  his  heart,  concerning  the  state 
of  the  Church  and  the  movements  of  theological 
science. 

-As  a  man  and  Christian,  he  was  universally  es¬ 
teemed  even  by  those  who  regarded  him  either  as 
too  orthodox,  or  too  latitudinarian.  His  absolute 
honesty,  unaffected  kindness  and  deep  piety  were 
beyond  all  reasonable  doubt.  Much  must  be  at¬ 
tributed  to  his  nature.  He  had  less  of  thn  ordinary 
temptations  which  surround  men  generally,  and  was 
constitutionally  unworldly.  But  supernatural  grace 
had  regenerated  his  heart  and  adoraerl  and  perfect¬ 
ed  his  natural  virtues.  Simplicity,  huniility  and 
love,  the  noblest  gifts  of  grace,  were  the  most  prom¬ 
inent  traits  of  his  character.  He  possessed  them  in 
a  degree  in  which  they  are  rarely  found  in  this 
world.  With  him  there  was  no  contradiction  be¬ 
tween  theory  and  practice,  head  and  heart.  All 
empty  show  and  hypoensy,  all  pride  and  vain  glory 
he  most  heartily  despised.  He  was  extremly  kind, 
liberal  and  charitable  in  his  feelings,  although  not 
free  from  occasional  outbreaks  of  passion  and  ve¬ 
hemence  against  certain  theological  tendencies, 
which  he  regarded  as  dangerous,  especially  the 
Hegelian  pantheism.  Many  traits  are  recorded  of 
his  benevolence  to  the  poor,  especially  poor  students, 
to  whom  he  was  a  most  affectionate  father. 

His  heart  was  open  to  friendship,  and  his  faithful, 
memory  seldom  forgot  one  who  once  bad  made  an 
impression  upon  him,  tbuiigli  ho  bo  oiilv  a  transient 
visitor.  Every  stranger  with  proper  ivo  -minend- 
ations,  was  cordially  wehxme  in  his  Miidv  at  the 
fixed  hour  of  convorf'alion,  (between  5  and  7  in  the 


evening),  or  at  his  table,  and  he  showed  himself  as 
obliging  as  could  possibly  be  expected  from  a  man 
so  unpractical  and  helpless  as  he.  Generally  he 
plunged  at  once  into  the  deepest  theological  discus¬ 
sions,  opening  his  mind  most  freely  with  little  pru¬ 
dential  regard  to  men  or  circumstances.  So  he 
shocked  many  a  Puritan  and  Presbyterian,  by  in¬ 
viting  them  to  dinner  on  Sunday,  but  always  won 
their  esteem  and  love  by  the  ensemble  of  Ms  the¬ 
ology  and  character.  He  spoke  the  English  fluently, 
although  not  quite  correctly,  and  admired  the  Ame¬ 
rican  separation  of  Church  and  State,  of  politics  and 
religion,  the  voluntary  principle  and  unchecked 
growth  of  religious  life.  I  heard  him  speak  very 
kindly  of  Drs.  Hodge,  Robinson,  Sears,  Sprague,  and 
I  am  sure,  they  and  many  others  who  had  the  plea¬ 
sure  of  making  his  personal  acquaintance,  cherish 
his  memory  wicn  grateful  esteem  and  affection. 

As  a  theological  teacher,  he  was  unsurpassed  for 
faithfulnei'S  and  efficiency.  He  had  generally  several 
hundred  hearers,  who  listened  lo  him  with  the  pro- 
foundest  attention  in  spite  of  his  exceedingly  awk¬ 
ward  appearance  in  the  chair.  He  always  tanght 
out  of  the  fulness  of  the  subject  and  with  complete 
mastery  of  the  material.  His  methed  was  not  me¬ 
chanical  and  traditional,  but  organic  and  productive. 

He  developed  the  subject  and  made  it  grow  before  j 
the  eyes  of  the  student,  so  as  to  enable  him  to  un¬ 
derstand  tbe  inner  life  as  well  as  the  outward  form, 
the  origin  and  growth  as  much  as  the  result.  In 
this  respect  he  was  only  surpAs-sed  by  the  unrivalled 
Schleiermacber.  As  to  Neander’s  theology,  its  prin¬ 
cipal  force  and  charm  lies  in  the  organic  union  of 
profound  learning  and  lively  piety.  Not  without 
reason  had  he  chosen  for  his  motto,  “  Pectus  est  quod 
theologum  fads,"  the  heart  makes  the  theologian. 
Another  favorite  motto  of  his  was,  the  sentence 
which  he  wrote  in  my  Album,  and  which  is  charac¬ 
teristic  of  his  unworldliness  and  spirituality,  “  The- 
dogia  crucis,  non  gloriae,"  To  a  distinguished  Ame¬ 
rican  he  wrote  in  Greek  the  beautiful  words  as  a 
memorandum:  “Rejoice  in  Christ,  be  notMug  in 
yourself,  be  all  in  Christ.”  He  pursued  theology 
not  merely  as  an  exercise  of  the  understanding,  but 
always  as  a  sacred  business  of  tbe  heart,  which  be 
felt  to  be  most  intimately  connected  with  the  high¬ 
est  and  mo.st  solemn  interests  of  man,  his  eternal 
welfare.  The  living  center  and  heart’s  blood  of  the 
science  was  for  him  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  as  the 
highest  revelation  of  a  holy  and  merciful  God,  as  the 
fountain  of  all  salvation  and  sanctifying  grace  for  a 
rained  world.  Whatever  he  found  that  was  really 
great,  noble,  good  and  true  in  history,  he  referred 
directly  or  indirectly  to  the  fact  of  the  incarnation, 
in  which  he  humbly  adored  the  central  sun  of  all 
history  and  the  inmost  sanctuary  of  tbe  moral  uni¬ 
verse. 

It  must  be  confessed  that  his  theology  in  many 
respects  falls  short  of  the  pn^er  standard  of  ortho¬ 
doxy.  He  d'd  not  admit  the  binding  authority  of 
the  symbolical  books.  His  views  on  inspiration,  on 
tbe  sanctification  of  the  Lord’s  Day,  and  even  on  the 
Holy  Trinity,  are  somewhat  loose  and  latitudinarian. 
His  best  disciples  in  this  respect  have  gone  beyond 
his  position  and  become  more  churchly.  But  then 
it  must  be  considered,  1.  that  he  rose  in  an  age  of 
universal  rationalism,  and  was  one  of  the  earliest 
pioneers  of  evangelical  faith  and  theology  in  Ger¬ 
many  ;  2.  that  this  very  liberalism,  and  if  we  chose 
to  call  it,  latitudinarianism,  served  as  a  bridge  for 
many,  who  could  not  otherwise  have  been  rescued 
from  the  bonds  of  skeptici-'^m ;  3.  that  these  defects 
did  not  weaken  his  general  conviction  of  the  Divine 
character  of  Christianity,  nor  affect  his  unfeigned, 
deep-'Aoted  piety.  Manyof  hia  pupils  aud  followers 
surpass  him  in  orthodoxy,  but  few  can  bo  found  in 
any  age,  in  whom  doctrine  was  to  the  same  extent 
life  and  power,  in  whom  theoretic  conviction  had  so 
fully  passed  over  into  flesh  and  blood,  in  whom  the 
love  of  Christ  and  of  man  glowed  with  so  warm 
and  pure  a  flame,  as  in  the  truly  great  and  good 
Neander. 

Ills  greatest  and  most  lasting  merit  as  a  theo¬ 
logian,  lies  in  the  department  of  Church  History, 
which  he  not  only  enriched  with  material  contri¬ 
butions,  but  also  with  a  new  method  of  treatment 
more  satisfactory  than  that  of  his  predecessors.  He 
is  therefore  called  the  Father  of  Modern  Church 
History,  and  marks  an  epoch  in  this  field  of  sacred 
learning  fully  as  much  as  Flacius  did  in  the  sixteenth, 
Arnold  in  the  seventeenth,  and  Mosheim  in  the 
eight-eenth  century.  As  we  have  given  a  lengthy 
analysis  of  Neander  as  a  church  historian  in  another 
place  (SebafPs  History  of  the  Apostolic  Church, 
General  Introduction,  page  95 — 107)  we  shall  con¬ 
fine  ourselves  here  to  a  few  general  remarks. 

We  have  from  his  pen  a  gen^l  church  history 
from  tbe  death  of  the  apostles  to  the  Council  of 
Basil,  in  1430,  which  is  now  accessible  to  all  English 
readers  in  the  excellent  translation  of  Torry,  and  the 
Edinburgh  and  London  reprints  of  the  same,  and  a 
number  of  valuable  monographs  on  tbe  Apostolic 
Age,  the  Gnostics,  Tnlian  the  Apostate,  Tertullian, 
St.  Chrysostom,  and  St-  Bernard,  most  of  which  are 
likewise  translated  into  the  English,  as  well  as  into 
the  French  and  Dutch  languages. 

He  is  by  no  means  a  model  as  a  Kritcr  of  church 
history.  His  style  is  too  monotonous  and  diffuse, 
without  any  picturesque  alteration  of  light  and  shade, 
flowing  like  a  quiet  stream  over  an  unbroken  plain. 
He  was  alM>  poorly  qualified  to  do  justice  to  the 
political  and  aesthetic  departments  and  connections 
of  this  science,  and  his  chapters  on  church  govern¬ 
ment  and  sacred  art  are  therefore  very  defective. 

But  hia  great  fort  lies  not  only  in  a  thorough 
mastery,  independent  investigation  and  scrupulously 
conscientious  use  of  the  sources,  but  especially  also 
in  the  extraordinary  talent  of  bringing  out,  in  a 
generic  wav,  the  hidden  life  of  Christianity  and  re¬ 
presenting  it  as  a  leavenliko  power  that  pervades 
and  sanctifies  the  lamp  ot  society  from  within.  He 
restored  thus  the  religious  and  practical  element  to 
its  due  prominence  in  opposition  to  the  coldly  intel¬ 
lectual  and  critical  method  of  rationalistic  historians ; 
yet  without  thereby  wronging  in  the  least  the 
claims  of  science,  or  running  into  narrow  sectarian 
extremes,  like  the  pietistic  Arnold  He  everywhere 
follows  the  footsteps  of  the  Savior  in  his  march 
through  the  various  ages  of  the  Church,  and  kisses 
them  reverently  wherever  he  finds  them.  He  traces 
them  in  the  writings  of  an  Origen  and  a  Tertullian, 
a  Chrysostom  and  an  Augustin,  a  Bernard  and  a 
Thomas  Aquinas,  a  Llither  and  a  Metanchtbon,  a 
Calvin  and  a  Fenelon.  Christ  was  to  him  the  divine 
harmony  of  all  the  discords  of  confessions  and  sects, 

or  as  be  liked  to  repeat  after  Pascal :  En  Tesas _ 

Christ  toutes  Us  contradictious  send  accordees.  He  no 
doubt  went  too  far  some  times  in  bis  liberality  and 
bv  trying  to  do  all  justice  even  to  heretics  and  sec¬ 
tarians,  he  was  in  danger  sometimes,  like  Arnold 
and  Milner,  although,  of  course,  in  a  far  lass  degree, 
of  doing  injustice  to  the  champions  of  orthodoxy  and 
the  Church.  There  is  in  him  a  want  of  the  proper 
appreciation  of  the  objective,  realistic  element  in 
church  history.  He  is  more  the  historian  of  the  in¬ 
visible  kingdom  of  Christ  in  the  hearts  of  his  indi¬ 
vidual  members,  than  of  the  visible  church  in  its 
great  conflict  and  contact  with  a  wicked  world. 

All  these  defects,  however,  are  less  dangerous  and 
censurable  than  those  of  the  opposite  extreme,  and 
cannot  blind  ns  to  the  real  excellencies  and  immor¬ 
tal  merits  of  his  bisroric-al  works  He  is  emphati¬ 
cally  t  he  evangelical  regenerator  of  this  branch  of 
theoliigi .  and  has  maHe  it  a  running  C'lminentary  of 
;  Ciiii.-t'.s  iiievious  promi.se  to  be  with  his  people  to 


the  end  of  the  world,  and  even  with  two  or  three  of 
his  humblest  disciples  where  they  are  assembled  in 
his  name.  Thus  church  history  becomes  to  the  in- 
tellegent  reader  a  book  of  devotion  as  well  as  use¬ 
ful  and  interesting  information,  or  to  use  Neander’s 
own  words  in  the  preface  to  the  first  volume  of  his 
large  work,  “  a  living  witness  for  Hie  divine  power 
of  Christianity,  a  school  of  Christian  experience,  a 
voice  of  edification,  instruction  and  warning,  sound¬ 
ing  through  all  ages,  for  all  who  will  hear.”

EDUCATIONAL  INSTITUTIONS  OF 
IBELAND. 

Dublih,  June  IZth,  185S. 

The  Dublin  University  is  the  great — and  was,  till 
lately,  the  only  Protestant  Institution  where  educa¬ 
tion  for  tbe  Church,  the  bar,  the  medical  profession, 
and  private  gentlemen  could  be  finished.  Though  I 
call  it  Protestant,  Roman  Catholics  were  at  liberty 
to  study  and  graduate  in  it ;  not  to  enjoy  professor¬ 
ships,  followsMps,  or  other  emolumentary  officeA 
Now  there  are  besides  the  Queen’s  Colleges  in  Cork, 
Belfast,  and  Galway — which  form  a  second,  the 
“  Queen’s  ”  University.  Mon  of  all  creeds  are  elig- 
to  all  situations  in  these  Colleges.  Since  their  es¬ 
tablishment,  a  reform  has  been  effected  in  the  Dub¬ 
lin,  or  “  Old  Trinity,”  according  to  which  more  at¬ 
tention  is  paid  to  modem  languages,  and  more 
prominence  given  to  the  physical  sciences,  particu¬ 
larly  engineering ;  and  the  students  have  been  dis¬ 
tinguished  at  the  examinations,  for  the  Army  and 
India  service. 

The  Queen’s  Colleges  have  carried  the  opportu¬ 
nity  of  enjoying  an  Academic  education  to  the  Pro¬ 
vinces.  They  are  the  completion  of  the  National 
School  System,  on  which  £120,000  per  anniun  is 
expended,  and  in  the  schools  of  which  500,000  child¬ 
ren  are  educated,  of  all  denominations ;  the  princi¬ 
ple  being  united  secular  education  and  separate  re 
ligious  instruction  ;  all  being  at  liberty  to  join  the  | 
Bible  class,  none  compelled.  Between  these  schools 
and  tbe  colleges,  a  class  of  intermediate  schools  is 
much  wanted  ;  a  want  for  the  supply  of  which,  it 
is  hoped  the  foundation  will  be  laid  in  a  fund  de¬ 
rived  from  Endowed  Schools  of  many  kinds,  which 
a  commission  is  now  investigating ;  and  in  which, 
like  everytking  else  in  this  country,  most  extensive 
frauds  and  malversations  are  found  to  exist.  It  is 
believed  that  there  will  be  about  £100,000  a  year, 
derived  from  all,  to  form  a  fond,  from  which,  aided 
by  a  Parliamentary  grant,  a  clas-s  of  schools,  such 
as  the  country  requires,  may  be  established. 

Maynooth  College  is  now  endowed  with  £30,000 
a  year,  for  the  exclusive  education  of  the  Roman 
CathoUc  priests.  It  is,  just  now,  on  its  trial  before 
Partiament ;  a  Bill  for  the  abolition  of  the  endow¬ 
ment  having  been  brought  in  by  Mr.  Spooner,  and 
awaiting  its  second  reading.  This  endowment 
is  exceedingly  obnoxious  to  the  great  mass  of 
the  Protestants  of  the  United  Empire ;  some,  be¬ 
cause  they  object  to  all  endowments  for  religious 
purposes,  and  some  objecting  to  this,  as  a  direct  en¬ 
dowment  of  the  Roman  Catholic  religion.  However, 
as  it  was  at  first  endowed  by  the  Irish  Parliament, 
exclusively  Protestant,  to  prevent  Irish  priests  from 
studying  abroad,  in  colleges  in  countries  with  which 
then  Britain  was  at  war — then  sanctioned  by  the 
British  Parliament  after  the  Union ;  and  upheld  by 
every  government  and  voted  by  every  Parliament 
since ;  it  is  not  likely  the  present  Government  will 
sufler  its  abolition.  Great  objections  have  been 
taken  against  the  religious  training  of  the  candidates 
of  the  priesthood  there ;  which,  I  suppose,  is  the 
same  everywhere.  Rumor  has  it,  that  Dr.  Cullen 
would  not  much  care  were  the  grant  withdrawn : 
AS  the  Diocesan  Colleges  enlarged,  and  the  newly 
founded  Catholic  University  would  supply  its  place; 
and  then  the  agitation  for  the  abolition  of  the  Irish 
Church  Establishment,  aud  the  Presbyterian  Regium 
donum  would  become  irresistible. 

The  Catholic  University  has  had  fewer  students 
than  was  expected.  The  Principal,  Dr.  Newman — 
the  leading  man  of  tbe  Oxford  Tractarions, — has 
erected  a  chapel  in  connection  with  it;  which,  like 
the  Institution  itself,  is  too  mediaeval  for  the  pres¬ 
ent  age.  The  University  is  not  likely  to  rival  either 
Trinity  or  the  Queen’s,  unless  the  Maynooth  grant 
were  withdrawn.  Then,  of  necessity,  students 
would  resort  to  it  intended  for  the  Church.  Many 
of  the  Diocesan  Colleges  are  splendid  buildings,  and 
numerously  attended. 

The  Presbyterians  have  a  Theological  College  in 
Belfast,  in  which  seven  Professorships  are  endowed 
by  an  annual  Parliamentary  grant,  of  £250  each. 
When  the  Magee  College  in  Deny  shall  be  com¬ 
pleted,  they  will  have  a  second,  both  for  Theologi¬ 
cal  and  general  purposes.  As  their  students  may 
graduate  in  any  college,  being  obliged  to  resort  to 
Belfast  for  theology  is  not  complained  of  as  an  in¬ 
convenience. 

General  Condition. 

When  the  Poor  Law  was  established,  there  was 
tiot,  as  there  is  in  England,  a  law  of  settlement 
passed  at  the  same  time.  Hence,  when  the  poor  in 
time  of  scarcity,  or  in  search  of  employment  flock 
to  the  Metropolis,  or  large  provincial  towns,  and 
become  compelled  to  enter  the  poor  house,  in  these 
there  is  always  a  crowd,  and  the  rates  are  heavy. 
And  so  it  will  be.  But  over  the  country  generally, 
few  able-bodied  are  in  these  establishments.  The 
demand  for  labor  is  fully  equal  to  the  supply. 

In  consequence  of  the  wonderful  extent  to  which 
property  has  changed  hands,  by  sales  in  the  Encum¬ 
bered  Estates  Court,  somewhere  about  the  value  of 
fifteen  millions  sterling,  not  many  more  changes  are 
to  be  expected ;  and  “  evictions”  which  used  to  be.a 
sad  grievance,  and  the  occasion  of  much  crime,  are 
nearly  over.  There  are  exceptions.  A  Mr.  Allan 
Pollock,  of  Glasgow,  having  purchAsed  large  estates 

in  Galway,  has  noticed  all  the  tenants  to  quit _ 

three  hundred  families,  including  fifteen  hundred 
persona ;  his  object  being  to  convert  all  the  farms 
into  pasture  grounds  for  stock  feeding.  It  is  true 
he  requires  the  services  of  many  ;  offers  them  nice 
cottages  and  good  wages ;  but  men  who  as  farmers 
employed  others,  do  not  like  to  become  the  em¬ 
ployed,  especially  as  they  offered  him  higher  rent 
than  they  paid,  and  a  year  in  advance  as  security. 

HowiT  ir,  this  is  exceptionable ;  as  were  the  cases 
of  Mrs.  Kelly  and  Miss  Hinds,  murdered  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  some  harsh  proceedings  ;  murders  which 
nothing  can  excuse,  much  less  justify  ;  for  idle,  lazy, 
beggarly  squatters,  have  no  right  to  encumber  and 
pellute  the  land,  paying  no  rent.  But  more  delicacy 
should  be  used  in  the  case  of  industnoas,  well  con¬ 
ducted  men,  who  wish  to  occupy  “  the  green  fields 
where  their  forefathers  dwelt.”  paying  a  fair  rent  as 
they  did  ;  and  it  is  a  pity  to  see  them  turned  adrift 
to  gratify  some  theory,  or  money  making  specula¬ 
tion. 

Altogether  the  country  wears  a  new  Aspect.  The 
land  in  general,  is  highly  cultivated  ;  the  people 
better  housed,  clad,  and  fed  than  heretofore.  Rail¬ 
ways  and  steamers  have  extended  commerce.  The 
towns,  paved,  and  gas-lighted,  are  improved  as  well 
AS  the  country.  Orangeism  and  Ribbonism  no 
longer  conflict;  the  former  has  grown  religious, the 
latter  is  extinct.  Intellectual  advancement  is  as 
noticeable  and  as  gratifying  as  physical  and  social. 
And  if  religious  progress  were  to  be  estimated  by 
the  improvement  in  churche-,  cbapiels,  and  meet¬ 
ing  houses ;  in  convents  and  pritists’  houses,  par¬ 
sonages,  and  manses,  and  in  all  ttie  ext-eroal.s  of  ec¬ 
clesiastical  services,  it  would  be  great  and  decided. 


Young  Men’s  Societies  are  universal ;  and  public 
lectures  by  men  of  eminence,  everywhere  common. 
Nor  am  I  inclined  to  doubt,  that  spiritual  and  vital 
religion  is  making  progress  too. 

I  have  spoken  before  of  the  antagonism  between 
Protestantism  and  Romanism.  It  is  carried  into 
everytMng.  Anything  like  communion  stamps  the 
parties  as  neither  “  sound  Catholics  ”  nor  “  good 
ProtestantA”  It  is  as  well  it  shonid  be  so.  If 
Protestants  who  labor  for  the  salvation  of  RAm^n 
Catholics  are  more  spiritual,  prayerful,  holy,  their 
labors  will  tell ;  and  the  silent  but  impressive  ser¬ 
mon  of  a  holy  life  prove  successful  where  contro¬ 
versy  might  fail.  But  the  salvation  of  Ireland  wiB 
be  a  work  of  time.  It  is  begun;  thoroughly  and 
successfully ;  and  the  Great  Author  will  complete  it 
But  “  who  shall  live  when  God  doeth  this.”

MICHIGAN-ITS  HINEBAL  BE80UBOEB. 

Miomois  CiTT,  July  7th,  1864 

A  small  portion  of  the  State  of  Michigan  lies  be¬ 
yond  the  limits  of  the  peninsula  formed  by  several 
very  accommodating  Lakes.  It  is  situated  fiur  to 
the  Northward,  and  washed  on  one  side  by 
Superior.  Everybody,  almost,  knows  as  much  aa 
this ;  but  every ^dy  does  not  know  how  rich  tMa 
district  of  country  is  in  mineral  products,  and  the  op¬ 
erations  of  the  mines  are  becoming  there.  But  a  few 
years  ago  this  tract  was  given  to  Michigan  by  the 
General  Government,  in  exchange  for  a  very  small 
strip  of  land  on  her  Southern  border,  a  dainty  little 
strip  which  her  sister  Ohio  wanted.  The  Michigan 
people,  at  the  time  of  thU  transaction,  generally- 
thought  they  had  made  a  rather  poor  bargain. 
They  little  dreamed  of  the  treasures  which  were 
locked  up  beneath  the  soil  of  that  bleak  North-West- 
j  era  region.  They  are  now  gradually  learning  its 
I  value,  and  they  arc  astonished,  and  every  one  is 
astonished,  at  the  discoveries  which  are  made. 

It  is  only  about  eight  years  since  the  first  ship¬ 
ment  of  copper,  of  any  account,  was  made  from  the 
Lake  Superior  mines.  Yet  there  are  now  more  than 
sixty  mining  companies  organized,  and  every  year 
additional  capital  is  invested  in  these  operatiems. 
The  Minnesota  mine,  one  of  the  largest  and  most  ex¬ 
tensively  worked ,  alone  yields  1,030  tons  per  month. 
The  Cliff  mine  produces  nearly  the  same  amount ; 
so  that  from  these  two  mines  alone  an  aggregate  of 
about  3000  tons  of  native  copper  per  year  are  ob¬ 
tained.  The  copper  is  worth  at  the  mines  some 
$400  per  ton ;  so  that  the  product  of  these  two  , 
mines  does  not  fall  much  short  of  $1,200,000.  The 
different  mines  are  not  all  as  profitable  as  these. 
Indeed,  some  of  them,  owing  to  the  necessi^  of 
making  great  expenditures  for  the  first  year  or  two, 
have  not  yet  divided  any  profits  among  the 
share  holders.  But  the  profits  of  the  MinnesotA 
and  Cliff  mines  are  sufficient  to  satisfy  any  reason¬ 
able  adventurer.  I  understand  that  in  the  former 
of  these  mines,  the  share  holders  paid  in  $22  per 
share  only,  on  3000  shares,  and  that  the  company 
have  already  realized  from  tbe  products  of  the 
mines  and  divided  $60  per  share.  The  Cliff  mine 
has  been  still  more  profitable.  Now,  it  must  be 
borne  in  mind,  that  all  the  operations  in  these  mines 
have  hitherto  been  carried  on  at  an  enormous  ex¬ 
pense,  much  of  which  will  be  paid  in  future.  Th® 
opening  of  the  Sault  St.  Marie  Canal,  one  of  the 
most  magnificent  works  of  the  age,  by  which  Lake 
Superior  is  connected  with  the  rest  of  the  great 
chain,  by  ship  navigation,  greatly  reduces  the  cest 
of  transportation  from  the  mining  district. 

The  purity  of  the  copper  in  most  of  the  mines 
surprises  every  one  extensively  acquainted  with 
copper  mining.  Much  of  the  ore  yields  75  per  cent, 
of  ingot  copper.  Immense  masses  of  solid  ore  are 
frequently  taken  from  these  mines.  It  is  not  at  all 
unusual  to  get  some  two  tons  in  one  mass ;  and  oc¬ 
casionally  pieces  of  a  much  greater  weight  are  ob¬ 
tained. 

There  are  now  at  least  20,000  inhabitants  in  tMs 
mining  district.  A  large  share  of  the  people,  as  a 
matter  of  course,  are  c  mected  directly  or  indirect¬ 
ly  with  the  mining  interest,  though  the  lumber 
trade  attracts  many  adventurers  to  the  district. 
All  the  Lake  Superior  copper  contains  veins  of  sil¬ 
ver.  Pieces  of  silver,  weighing  several  pounds, 
have  been  found,  though  this  is  unusual. 

There  is  a  large  establishment,  the  most  exten¬ 
sive  in  the  Union,  I  am  told,  in  the  city  of  Detroit, 
for  smelting  copper  ore,  A  visit  to  this  furnace  will 
well  repay  any  one  who  has  the  opportunity  and  the 
leisure  to  make  it. 

It  is  perhaps  not  generally  known  that  there  are 
very  valuable  marble  quarries  in  this  Lake  Superior 
district.  Such,  however,  is  the  fact.  I  have  been 
shown  some  specimens  of  marble  quarried  in  Mar¬ 
quette  county,  of  great  beauty  and  richness.  This 
specimen  is  clouded  in  almost  every  variety  of  shade 
combined  ;  and  if  it  were  called  Italian,  would  be 
regarded  as  equal  to  some  of  the  finest  varieties 
from  Italy.  Small  veins,  beautifully  chiystalized, 
ran  through  it  in  various  directions.  It  is  suscep¬ 
tible  of  a  very  high  polish.  I  do  not  doubt  but  it 
will  be  universally  admired,  and  extensively  used 
for  mantels,  tables,  bureaus,  and  similar  articlcA 

But  there  are  treasures  beueath  the  suiface  of  the 
soil  in  this  region,  of  far  more  intrinsic  value  than 
marble  or  copper.  Iron,  of  the  best  quality,  and 
almost  inexhaustible  in  amount,  has  been  discover¬ 
ed  here.

There  is  probably  no  part  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  continent  which  can  boast  of  so  pure  iron  ore, 
lying  so  near  the  surface  of  the  earth,  as  this  dis¬ 
trict  of  Lake  Superior.  I  have  examined  numerous 
specimens,  and  find  them  all  of  a  remarkable  de¬ 
gree  of  purity.  The  average  per  ceutage  of  pure 
iron,  as  ascertained  at  the  furnace  of  tho  Eureka 
Iron  Compony,  is  more  than  seventy-five  per  cent., 
and  it  often  reaches  eighty  per  cent. 

Iron  is  manufactured  to  some  extent,  into  blooms, 
on  the  ground  where  the  ore  is  produced.  But  the 
expense  of  the  manufacture  there  being  very  great, 
owing  to  tho  prices  of  provisions  and  the  cost  of  the 
transportation  of  necessary  machinery  and  material 
for  smelting  and  puddling,  is  so  great,  that  tMs 
work  is  mostly  done  elsewhere.  One  of  the  most 
extensive  establishments  for  the  manufacture  of 
Lake  Superior  iron  has  recently  gone  into  operation 
in  the  pretty  little  village  of  Wyandotte,  on  the 
Detroit  river,  some  ten  miles  below  the  city.  A 
party,  consisting  of  three  director^  in  tho  Eureka 
Iron  Company,  to  whom  these  Wyandotte  works 
belong,  had  occasion  to  visit  this  village  a  few  weeks 
ago,  for  the  purpose  of  consulting  with  the  engineer 
of  the  contemplated  Detroit  and  Toledo  Railroad, 
as  to  the  spot  for  the  location  of  tbe  Wyandotte. 
Having  a  spare  seat  in  their  carriage,  one  of  the 
gentlemen  offered  it  to  me,  and  I  was  not  slow  in* 
taking  it.  One  of  the  results  of  my  observations  at 
Wyandotte,  was  tho  conviction  that  tho  Lake  Su¬ 
perior  iron  was  even  more  valuable  than  it  had  been 
represented.  From  the  report  presented  by  Major 
Wade,  of  the  United  States  Ordnance  Department, 
to  tho  Secretary  of  War  several  years  since,  it  ap¬ 
pears,  that  of  seven  different  kinds  of  iron,  including 
the  best  in  the  world,  the  Lake  Superior  iron  sus¬ 
tained  the  greatest  weight  t,o  the  square  inch,  Rus¬ 
sian  iron  being  second  in  strength  to  this.

A  New  Oamis  Belli. 

Just  as  the  Cramptoo  difficnlty  passed  away  a  new 
•onrce  of  annoyance  has  arisen  flrom  a  most  ridicnloua 
aSiir.  It  ft.'pears  that  on  the  24th  ult.  Mr.  Dallas  pre¬ 
sented  himself  at  Bnckiogham  Palace  to  attend  the 
Qneen’s  levee,  attended  by  an  American  gentleman, 
whose  name  is  not  given,  bnt  who  is  desrcibed  as  a 
professor  at  the  United  States  Military  Academy  of 
West  Point,  and,  as  snch,  is  iu  the  habit  of  wearing  the 
uniform  prescribed  for  (leraons  in  that  staUon  by  the 
Army  regulations.  This  nniform  is  a  bine  frock  coat, 
white  Test,  black  trowsers,  and  black  stock.  Mr.  Dal¬ 
las  himself  was  in  fall  livery,  to  wit :  a  black  dress 
coat,  white  vest  buttoned  up,  black  knee  breeches, 
black  silk  stockings,  cocked  hat  and  sword.  While 
widting  in  the  ante-chamber  for  Uie  moment  of  admis¬ 
sion  to  the  presence  of  Royalty,  the  Master  of  Ceremo¬ 
nies,  Sir  Edward  Cost,  perceivii  g  that  Mr.  Dallas's 
companion  was  not  habited  in  orthodox  Court  rigging, 
approached  and  sta'ed,  with  perfect  politeness  as  it  is 
alleged,  that  the  rules  of  the  Palace  most  forbid  the 
introduction  t  >  her  MsjesT.y  of  a  gentleman  so  attired. 

Mr.  Dallas  with  equal  civility  replied  that  he  could  not 
leave  his  friend  behind  him,  in  order  to.  present  him- 
■elf  to  the  Queen  alone,  and  that  accordingly  they 
would  withdraw  p'gether.  Therenpon  they  simultano 
onsly  left ;  bnt  it  is  credibly  stated  that  when  the  Queen 
waa  informed  of  the  event,  she  desired  both  gentlemen 
to  le  called  and  introduced  as  they  were,  but  it  was 
too  late.  This  affair,  as  our  readers  will  perceive,  is 
of  the  most  trilling  com*,  quence  in  itself,  and  beside, 
so  far  as  we  can  learn,  was  not  marked  by  any  nnkind- 
ness  or  cause  for  offence  on  either  side.  But  the  handle 
made  of  it  by  the  lea'Mug  London  papers  is  extraordi¬ 
nary.  The  Timet  exclaims  with  indignant  air,  “  When 
will  Americans  learn  m-inners  1  Who  shall  teach  oar 
Transatlantic  consins  how  to  behave  1” — and  so  on, 
heightening  the  horrors  of  the  occurrence  by  a  variety 
of  axaggerations  and  misrepresentations.  One  or  two 
other  papers  also  make  mnch  of  it. 

The  Orampton  Difficulty. 

The  Earl  of  Clarendon’s  letter  to  Mr.  Dallas  on  Mr. 
Crampten’s  dismissal  has  been  published.  Lord  Clar- 
endw  declares  the  confldence  of  his  government  in  Mr. 
Crampton’s  lunooenon,  and  reiterates  his  opinion  "  that 
the  President  has  been  misled  by  erroneous  informa¬ 
tion,  and  by  the  testimony  of  witnesses  undeserving  of 
belief.”  His  Lord'^hip,  however,  admits  that  "her 
Majesty’s  G  rvernmeut  are  bound  to  accept  the  formal 
and  repeated  declaration  of  the  President’s  belief  that 
Mr.  Crampton  and  the  three  Consols  have  violated  the 
laws  of  the  Union,  and  are  on  that  account  unaccepta¬ 
ble  organs  of  eunmnnication  with  the  Government  and 
authorities  of  the  United  States.” 

Another  despatch  is  also  pnblished,  in  which  Lord 
Clarendon  states  the  terms  of  the  British  government’s 
acceptance  of  the  means  suggested  by  Gov.  Marcy  for 
the  settlemeat  of  the  Central  American  dispute. 

According  to  La  Patrie,  of  Paris,  of  June  24,  the 
onlistment  question,  as  well  as  that  relative  to  Central 
American  nff  rirs,  will  be  settled  by  arbitration.  Lord 
John  Ra«sell  will  represent  Great  Britain  In  a  Congress, 

In  which  the  representatives  of  France  and  Spain  in  the 
United  Sutes  will  be  invited  to  take  part. 

Anothc  ’  battalion  of  riflemen  is  ordered  to  Canada. 
Correspondence  between  Danmark,  Britain  and  the 
Unite  1  StatoR,  on  th«  subject  of  the  Sound  dues,  has 
presented  to  Pariiament. 

The  London  Times  of  June  28,  says: — The  number 
of  persons  who  left  the  port  of  Cork  for  England  on 
their  way  to  the  United  S'ates  and  the  colonies,  since 
the  1st  of  Jnno  np  to  the  present  is  872,  and  the  num¬ 
ber  who  left  daring  the  corre-iponding  period  last  year 
was  945,  being  a  decrea.se  of  73.

We  know,  that 
the  former  of  these  sovereigns  b  going  to  Plombieres, 
and  it  is  asserted  that  on  leaving  he  will  visit  the  Cas¬ 
tle  of  Arenenherg,  in  Switzerland,  where  he  was  bronght 
up,  and  from  thence  will  proceed  to  a  frontier  town 
where  he  will  meet  with  Francis  Joseph.

It  is  generally  stated  and  believed  that  the  Princes  of 
the  Orleans  family  intend  taking  the  opportunity  af¬ 
forded  by  the  late  law,  granting  the  sum  of  dOO.OOOf. 
to  the  heirs  of  the  Princesses,  to  protest,  If  t^jey  have 
not  already  done  so,  against  the  Decree  of  C<mflscation 
of  January,  1862. 

The  correspondent  of  the  Times  says  that  an  under¬ 
standing  is  reported  to  have  been  come  to  between  his 
Eminenoe  and  the  Emperor  of  his  coronation  by  the 
Pope  next  year.

Austria. 

A  despatch  from  Vienna  of  June  27 ,  says : — ^The  C«r- 
rapmManet  Auiriehiennt  contradicts  the  rumor  of  a 
difference  of  opinion  between  the  French  and  Austrian 
Ambaasadors  at  Rome.  The  circular  addressed  by  Aus¬ 
tria  to  the  Italian  Stetes  has  been  favorably  received. 

Italy. 

A  letter  from  Genoa,  dated  the  28d  nit ,  says There 
is  sera  dismay  at  Rome.  The  presence  of  Garibaldi  in 
the  Italian  waters  has  disturbed  the  slumber  of  the  Vat¬ 
ican.  Garibaldi  has  purchased  a  small  blet  off  the  coast 
of  Sardlnta ;  it  b  entirely  In  a  stete  of  nature,  and  he  b 
redahning  it. 

Tbo  Biriiop  of  knot,  according  to  the  Paris  corres 
pondent  of  Tht  TSmet,  intends  vbiting  England  and 
Ireland,  with  a  view  of  exctting  sympathy  among  the 
Boman  Catholic  Prelacy  on  bdialf  of  the  maintenance 
of  the  Pope’s  temporal  power. 

Holland. 

Adricea  from  the  Hague  state  that  royal  decrees,  ap¬ 
pointing  ultra-Proteetant  reactionary  mlnbters,  were 
psihibhed  CD  the  26th.  On  the  same  day,  M.  Omen 
Tan  Prinsterer,  a  leader  of  the  reactionary  party,  was 
defbUel  by  a  majority  of  160  at  the  Hague  election  of 
a  member  of  the  Lower  Chamber. 

Bnaeia. 

The  Baaperor  of  Russia  has  instituted  a  Crimean 
modal,  to  be  given  to  all  who  took  part  in  the  defence 
of  Bdaaatopol.  It  b  in  gold  for  the  offioera  and  silver 
fortbesoMiere.  On  one  side  are  the  worda,  "In  commem 
oratioo  of  the  immortal  defence  of  Sebastopol ;  ”  and 
on  the  other,  "  Given  by  their  majesties,  Nichoba,  of 
eternal  memory,  and  Alexander  II.” 

One  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  troops  are  to  be  as¬ 
sembled  at  Moscow  to  asRiat  at  the  Czar’s  coronatioD. 

Turkey. 

Intelligence  from  Constantinople,  of  the  20th  nit. 
says  that  the  Porte  has  renounced  the  further  iHomul- 


gation  of  the  Hatii-Houmayoun,  from  a  fear  of  prov»  k- 
ing  new  dbordera.  Three  regiments  of  EnglUb  dragoons 
were  on  their  way  to  Athens,  to  reinfurce  the  troops  in 
occnpation.  Russia  demands  thai  Persia  shall  re-arrange 
that  part  of  its  frontier  which  tonches  Turkey. 

The  Principalities. 

The  German  papers  generally  represent  Austria  as 
more  than  ever  opposed  to  the  nnion  of  the  Daunbian 
Principalities  into  one  state. 

The  Grand  Vizier  b  said  to  have  stated  that  the  Sal¬ 
tan  was  resolved  never  to  consent  to  the  plan,  however 
disposed  he  migbv  be  to  admit  otherwise  certain  instl- 
tutiotis  calculated  to  afford  more  defensive  power  to  the 
Principalities.  Russia,  it  b  also  said,  backed  ttie  West¬ 
ern  Powers  strenuously  in  their  plan  of  union,  so  that 
Austria  stands  alone.

Important  from  Calilomla. 

The  George  Law  brings  news  from  California  to  Jane 
20th.  The  principal  feature  of  the  news  b  the  contin- 
nance  and  the  doings  of  the  Vigilance  Committee.  The 
Governor  has  taken  open  stand  against  the  Committee, 
and  a  direct  conflict  would  seem  to  be  imminent. 

On  the  4th  of  Jane  Gov.  Johnson  issued  a  proclama¬ 
tion,  declaring  the  city  of  San  Francisco  in  a  state  of 
insurrection,  an^  calling  upon  all  persons  subject  to 
military  duty  in  the  third,  fonrth  and  fifth  military  dis¬ 
tricts,  to  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  do  warlike 
service,  under  orders  of  the  Commatader-ln  Chief  and 
hb  generals  of  lesser  rank. 

This,  and  the  accompanying  documents,  was  received 
by  the  whole  State  with  indignation.  To  those  who 
had  correctly  estimated  the  objects,  past  and  future,  of 
the  Committee,  Gnbernatorial  interference  seemed  un¬ 
called  for,  especially  ir  asmnch  as  Gov.  Johnson  with¬ 
held  his  proclamation  until  long  after  there  appeared 
any  necessity  for  its  issnance. 

Some  proceeded  to  enroll  themselves  as  directed,  bnt 
nearly  all  such  were  friends  and  associates  of  the 
wretches  pnnbbed  by  the  Committee. 

Many  of  the  organized  military  companies,  disband- 
el,  surrendered  their  arms,  and  positively  refured  to 
ensaao  In  any  attack  on  the  people.  Meanwhile  the 
Committee  opened  their  books  for  recniits,  and  thou¬ 
sands  hurried  to  join  the  organization. 

Large  quantities  of  arms  kept  coming,  until  six  {hem- 
sand  muskets,  ihirty  plea  s  of  cannon,  many  small 
arms,  and  abundant  ammunition  and  infantry  accoutre¬ 
ments  wore  gathered  to  the  rooms  of  the  Committee. 

A  regular  system  of  military  discipline  was  estab¬ 
lished;  strong  guards  were  mounted,  and  the  whole 
force  divided  into  ten  regiments ! — all  composed  of  the 
best  men  in  the  city. 

A  strong  breastwork  of  sand  bags  was  bnilt  in  the 
night  time,  In  front  of  the  Committee  Rooms ;  a  large 
bell  was  suspended  on  the  roof  of  their  bnildings,  to 
give  instant  alarm  on  the  approach  of  danger,  and  sev¬ 
eral  pieces  of  cannon  were  planted  on  the  adjacent 
roofs,  so  as  to  command  each  street  leading  to  the  for¬ 
tification. 

While  those  formidable  preparations  were  going  for¬ 
ward,  the  Governor’s  officers  labored  to  obtain  warriors, 
and  succeeded  in  ssenring  a  few  hundred  additional  to 
the  fierce  desperadoes  who  “  flocked  aronnd  the  Cousti- 
tntion  and  the  Execntlve  ”  immediately  on  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  hb  proelamation. 

The  Governor  was  now  made  to  believe,  by  his  un¬ 
principled  advisers,  that  he  could  at  once  suppress  the 
"  insurrection.  ’  Accordingly,  he  went  to  Benicia  to 
obtain  arms  and  the  various  projectiles  of  war  from  the 
United  States  Ar:enal,  bnt  General  Wool  positively  re¬ 
fused  to  accommodate  “  hb  Excellency,”  to  hb  great 
annoyance  and  chagrin. 

While  at  Benicia,  a  Committee  of  gentlemen  from 
San  Francisco,  but  not  members  of  tho  Vigilance  Com¬ 
mittee,  waited  on  the  Governor  to  endeavor  to  induce 
him  to  withdraw  hb  proclamation.  This  ho  would  not 
do,  and  in  hb  reception  of  tho  Committee  forgot  that 
pentlemanly  deportment  is  as  creditable  to  the  public 
officer  as  the  private  citizen.  j 

Ho  returned  to  Sacramento,  much  incensed  at  Gon.  i 
Wool,  and  convinced  of  the  mysterious  fact  that  a  | 
"  mob  ”  had  posseasion  of  six  thousand  stand  of  arms  ' 
and  thirty  pieces  of  cannon,  which  they  had  obtained  , 
without  bloodshed,  disturbance,  or  objection  on  tho  part  | 
of  the  owners. 

,On  the  6th  inst.,  it  was  deemed  best  by  the  Vigilance 
Committee  to  dbpose  of  their  stock  of  captured  infamy, 
consisting  of  six  notorioos  individnab.  Banishment 
was  the  sentence,  and  the  culprits  were  marched  to  the 
dock  and  shipped  to  other  lands. 

Several  additional  criminab  have  been  convicted  be¬ 
fore  the  Revolntionary  tribunal,  of  ballot-box  staffing, 
and  banbhed  from  the  State,  being  sent  to  sea  on  for¬ 
eign  bound  ships. 

The  following  have  been  arrested,  and  are  awaiting 
trial :  Thomas  B.  Conningbam,  one  of  the  mnrderers 
of  Col.  Weymouth  of  New-Orleans;  Thomas  Malloy, 
highwayman;  Bill  Lewb,  ballot-box  staffer;  Robert 
Liprey,  and  Philander  Brace,  murderers. 

All  arrests  have  been  made  without  bloodshed,  and 
shiefiy  without  violence. 

The  Vigilance  Committee’s  Police  numbers  some  one 
tbonsand  men,  armed  with  revolvers. 

An  immense  mass  meeting  was  held  in  the  city  on 
the  16th,  by  the  friends  of  the  Committee.  Speeches 
were  made  by  BaiUie  Peyton,  Hon.  William  Doer,  and 
others,  fnily  endorsing  the  action  of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  have  issued  an  Address  to  the  pub 
He,  and  also  pnblished  their  Constitution  of  Organiza¬ 
tion. 

An  immovable  determination  to  finish  the  reform  now 
anspicionsly  developing,  has  seized  upon  all  who  have 
respect  for  public  quiet  and  nprightiiess,  and  who  have 
that  right  kind  of  public  spirit  which  ever  prompts  the 
possessor  to  be  anxious  for  the  prosperity  of  hb  own 
commnnity,  hb  State  and  the  nation.

Brooks  Beaisned. 

On  Monday  an  exciting  debate  occarred  in  the  House 
of  Reprewntativee  on  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
tite  Brooks  outrage.  After  a  debate  in  which  many 
participated,  the  question  was  brought  to  a  vote.  The 
resolution  to  expel  Brooks  received  121  yeas  to  96  nays. 
As  two-thirds  are  required  for  expalshm  of  a  member, 
the  gallant  South  Carolinian  escaped.  After  thb  vote, 
Brooks  mide  a  speech,  exceedingly  ofieoslve  and  in^ 
salting.  He  began  by  declaring  hb  wUlii  gness  to  re¬ 
peat  hb  crime,  and  abased  by  name  several  of  the  most 
prominent  members  of  the  House.  He  was  snpportod 
by  Senator  Batier,  who  made  merry  over  the  speech. 
He  eloeed  by  resigning  hb  seat,  saying  with  great 
truth,  that  he  had  been  sent  down  to  posterity  as  unfit 
to  hold  a  seat  in  the  House.  When  he  retired,  he  was 
snrronnded  by  Ids  friends,  and  overwhelmed  with  the 
embraces  and  kbses  of  the  Southern  women.  A  most 
painful  and  disgusting  afiTair  throughoat,  which  begets 
darker  apprehensions  of  onr  future  than  anything  that 
has  occnrred^since  the  formation  of  tho  govornment. 

Tho  Herbert  TriaL 

Tho  Jury  could  not  agree  in  the  case  of  Herbert,  tho 
California  Representative,  who  was  on  trial  at  Washing¬ 
ton  for  the  ranrder  of  Keating.  It  is  understood  that  a 
large  majority  were  in  favor  of  acquittal. 

$300  for  Attempted  Assassination. 

The  trial  of  Brooks  for  an  assanlt  upon  Senator  Sum¬ 
ner  was  tried  before  Judge  Crawford,  at  Washington 
last  week.  There  were  many  persons  present,  includ¬ 
ing  senator  Batier  of  S.  C.  and  other  members  of  Con¬ 
gress.  Tho  dbtrict  attorney,  Atby,  read  the  correspon¬ 
dence  between  himself  and  Mr  Sumner,  to  show  that 
he  had  used  doe  diligence,  thongh  nnsnccessfully,  to 
obtain  the  presence  of  Mr.  Sumner,  who  had  expressed 
himself  os  having  no  desire  to  take  part  in  tho  proceed¬ 
ings,  and  left  tho  city.  Testimony  was  then  given  by 
Wm.  L.  Lodor,  who  caused  tho  arrest  of  Brooks  after 
the  assanlt  on  Mr.  Snmner,  and  by  J.  W.  Simonton, 
Mr.  Eeitt  and  senators  Fosters,  Pearce  and  Toombs 
The  last  witness,  Toombs,  wished  road  in  mitigation  of 
tho  assault,  at  tho  instance  of  Mr.  Linton,  coonsel  of 
tbo  accused,  extracts  from  Mr.  Snmner’s  speech  re¬ 
flecting  on  SoQth  Carolina  and  Mr.  Butler'  Drs.  Boyle 
and  Liudsley  and  senator  Benjamin  also  gave  tboir 
testimony.  Tho  last  expressed  the  opinion,  jq^ging 
from  what  he  saw  of  Mr.  Samner's  notes  that  he  (Sum¬ 
ner)  had  had  hb  speech  printed  before  delivery.  Mr. 
Brooks  made  a  short  speech,  regretting  that  Mr.  Sum¬ 
ner  was  absent.  He  had  hoped  for  tho  benefit  of  inter¬ 
rogation  concerning  hb  (Samner’s)  testimony  before 
the  Honse  committeo.  He  took  tho  gronnd  that  there 
are  some  ofienses  for  which  the  law  affords  no  adequate 
remedy.  He  said  while  he  had  a  heart  to  feel  and  a 
hand  to  strike  he  would  redress  the  wrongs  of  hb  poli¬ 
tical  mother,  from  every  effort  to  cover  her  with  oblo¬ 
quy  and  dbhonor.  Hb  property  might  be  squandered 
and  his  life  endangered,  but  he  wonid  be  trne  to  her 
who  bore  him.  He  then  bowed  to  the  majesty  of  tbo 
law,  to  receive  his  sentence.  Jndge  Crawford  said,  as 
the  matter  might  perhaps  at  the  moment  be  subject  to 
investigatioD,  be  would  forbear  to  comment  on  the  tes¬ 
timony,  and  pronounce  as  tho  judgment  of  the  conrt 
that  Mr.  Brooks  pay  a  fine  of  $3'10.  Mr.  Brooks  then 
retired  with  hb  friends. 

*  Important  News  from  Kansas. 

Advices  from  Topeka,  to  the  4th  inst.,  state  that  a 
Convention  met  there  on  tho  2d,  and  passed  resolntious 
in  favor  of  the  Republican  Party  and  dennudatory  of  the 
Democrats,  appealing  to  the  friends  of  Free  Kunsns  in 
Congress  to  stop  the  supplies  until  Kansas  is  admitted 
under  tho  Topeka  Constitntion. 

The  Topeka  legislature  was  appointed  to  meet  on  the 
4i.h.  Marshal  Donaldson  and  Judge  Elmore  reaa  ui 
the  Convention  tho  Pro«id«nt’8  February  proclamntiim 
and  Governor  Shannon’s  proclamation,  and  one  f  om 
Mr.  Woodson,  Secretary  of  the  Territory ;  also,  a  note 
from  Col.  Sumner,  say  ing  that  be  would  prevent  the 
meeting  of  tho  Logi‘latnro.  They  wore  unheeded. 
About  800  f)orsoDS  were  present,  all  armed.  Both 
branches  of  the  Legblature  met  on  the  4th  inst.  The 
roll  was  called  and  a  qnornm  found  to  bo  present. 

Abont  noon  Col.  Sumner  entered  tbe  town  with  200 
dragoons,  and  planted  two  cannon  at  the  head  of  Ran' 
sas-avenne.  The  troops  were  drawn  up  before  Cousti 
tntional  HaU,  when  Snmner  told  the  citbens  that  he 
would  not  disarm  them  or  break  np  the  Convention,  bat 
be  had  orders  to  dissolve  the  Legislature,  and  would  do 
no. 

Samner  then  repaired  to  the  Hall  of  Eepresentatives, 
and  informed  the  members  that  he  bad  orders  to  db 
perse  them.  He  said, "  I  am  caUed  upon  to  perform 
the  most  painful  duty  of  my  life.  Under  the  authority 
of  the  President  I  am  here  to  dissolve  thb  Legblature. 
In  accordance  with  my  orders  I  command  yon  to  dis¬ 
perse.  God  knows  I  have  no  party  feeUngs  in  tbe 
matter,  and  will  have  none  while  I  hold  my  present 
position  in  Kansas.  I  have  just  retnrned  from  the  bor¬ 
der,  where  I  have  been  sending  home  tbe  Missourians, 
and  I  am  now  here  with  instructions  to  disperse  thb 
Legislature.  I  again  command  yon  to  disperse.”  Judge 
Schuyler  asked  if  they  were  to  understand  that  they 
▼ere  driven  out  at  the  point  of  tbe  bayonet  I  Col 
Samner  replied,  "  I  wiU  use  tbe  whole  force  under  my 
command  to  enforce  my  orders.”  The  Honse  then  dis¬ 
persed.  A  similar  scene  was  enacted  in  the  Senate, 
which  also  dispersed. 

The  Convention  was  preparing  resolutions  indorsing 
the  State  Government  and  the  Topeka  Constitution. 
Fears  of  invasion  had  kept  large  numbers  from  attend 
ing.

Gen.  Sherman  had  resigned  his  commission  as  Major- 
General  of  the  State  troops  of  California,  in  coDseqaence 
of  the  refusal  of  Gen.  Wool  to  fornish  them  with  arms 
and  ammunition.  Gov.  Johnson  is  highly  incensed  at 
the  action  of  Wool. 

Tho  State  militia,  encamped  near  San  Francbco,  are 
said  to  nomber  bnt  a  few  hundred,  and  little  fear  of  a 
collision  was  entertained. 

Reports  from  the  mining  region  are  remarkably  far 
Torable,  and  the  prospect  of  immense  yields  are  con 
•tantly  looking  ftirer.  No  extraordinary  discoveries 
have  been  made,  but  wherever  tbe  gold  b  being  taken 
from  tbe  known  diggings,  the  fact  b  made  more  evi¬ 
dent  that  it  b  inexhaustible  almost  everywhere  in  Cal¬ 
ifornia. 

Agricnitnral  porsnits  are  In  a  proeperons  condition. 

The  crops  of  wheat  and  other  grains  promise  well,  and 
all  other  products  are  as  abundant  as  tbe  farmer  could 
desire.  Farm  labor  b  in  demand,  and  the  markets  are  ^ 
over  fnU  of  all  the  luxuries  native  to  thb  productive 
■oil. 

Crimes  and  casualties  have  been  nnmerons,  bnt  noth¬ 
ing  of  a  very  aggravated  nature  has  occurred.  Mar¬ 
riages  and  births  transpire  nnlntermptedly,  and  qnad- 
rnply  surpass  the  instances  of  dangerous  disease  and 
death. 

In  Sacramento,  Stockton  and  other  prominent  cities, 
large  meetings  have  been  held  to  Indorse  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of,  and  sympathize  with,  the  people’s  reform  organ¬ 
isation  of  San  Francbco;  and  in  the  mines  and  moon- 
tain  villages  the  same  enthusiasm  prevaib. 

Central  America. 

The  nows  from  Nicaragna  b  very  important.  It  ap¬ 
pears  that  a  breach  has  occurred  between  Walker  and 
hb  friend  Rivas,  President  of  Nicaragua.

Walker  denounced  Rivas  and  his 
party  as  tiaitors,  and  iasned  a  proclamation  against 
them.  Rivas  had  issued  a  counter  proclamation,  pro 
nonneing  the  Americana  as  usurpers.

He  had  no  expectation  of  anything  beyond  thb  being 
done.  He  arraigns  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the 
Committee  as  altogether  exparte,  remarking  that  many 
of  its  statements  are  without  fact  and  testimony  to  sup¬ 
port  them.  He  states  that  the  evidence  taken  duly 
shows  that  Mr.  Whitfield  was  the  duly  elected  delegate

point  a  national  Kansas  committee,  and  calling  on  the 
friends'of  humanity  thronghont  the  coontry  to  organize 
aasoclations  for  monthly  coBtribations  of  money  for  the 
reUef  of  Kansas,  which  slUnld  not  fall  short  of  ilOO/XK) 
each  month. 

Gov.  Reeder  made  a  long  speech  on  the  wrongs  of 
Kansas  and  her  right  to  be  admitted  into  the  Union 
under  the  Topeka  constitution.  Gon  it  SmA'iwaspre* 
sent  and  advocated  the  sending  of  an  armed  force  to 
Kansas  to  reebt  the  armed  force  already  there.  He  be¬ 
lieved  the  time  for  reabtance  had  arrived.  Gov.  Ree¬ 
der  was  in  favor  of  waiting  a  while  longer,  not  because 
Kansas  had  not  soffered  wrongs  enough,  but  because 
he  tfaonght  it  better  to  wait  until  an  effective  blow  oonld 
be  Btrack.  If  it  had  fallen  to  him  to  we  the  power 
of  government  he  would  not  have  waited,  bnt  the  op¬ 
pressors  of  Kansas  wonid  have  long  ere  thb  been  con¬ 
verted  into  heaps  of  dead  men  <»  the  fields  of  Mbsonri. 

He  was  therefore  willing  to  wait  nntil  we  had  the  power 
he  would  have  thus  used.  But  he  did  not  wbb  to  give 
the  South  notice  of  our  intentions  by  marching  armed 
men  Into  the  territory.

Laying  of  tbe  New  Submarine  Cable. 

A  telegraphic  despatch  from  Sydney,  Cape  Breton, 
says : — "  The  sabmarine  electric  telegraph  cable  for 
the  New-York,  Newfoundland  and  Ijondon  Tele¬ 
graph  Company,  was  snccessfnlly  bid  on  tbe  10th  inst., 
from  the  steam.ship  Propontis,  Capt.  Goodwin,  under 
tbe  direction  of  Mr.  Samuel  Canning,  across  the  Gulf  of 
St.  Lawrence,  between  Cape  Ray  Cove,  Newfoundland, 
and  Ashby  Bay,  Cape  Breton,  a  dbt  inoe  of  eighty-five 
miles,  in  fifteen  hoars.  Messages  are  now  being  freely 
ar.d  instanianeonsly  transmitted  from  shore  to  shore.” 

We  understand  that  the  company  have  about  700 
men  at  work  in  Newfonndbnd  and  on  Cape  Breton. 

The  Newfoundland  Hue  from  St.  John’s  to  the  point 
where  it  intersects  the  lines  of  the  American  Telegraph 
Company  in  Nova  Scotb,  wiU  be  about  826  miles  in 
length,  and  it  is  confidently  expected  that  the  whole 
will  be  completed  and  in  sncoesafnl  operation  by  the 
first  of  September,  and  from  arrangements  already 
completed,  it  b  confidently  expected  that  tbe  cable  to 
connect  Newfoundland  and  Ireland,  wiU  be  bid  down 
during  tbe  enstfing  year.  The  best  electricians  and 
practical  telegrapbers  entertain  no  doubt  of  the  tri¬ 
umphant  success  of  the  transatlantic  line. 

One  of  the  Directors  of  the  New-York,  Newfoandland 
:d  London  Telegraph  Company,  will  leave  for  Enrope 
this  week,  to  complete  arrangements  for  the  immediate 
commencement  of  the  transatlantic  line. 

A  large  portion  of  the  snb-marino  cable  lost  in 
an  attempt  to  lay  tho  same  between  Cape  Breton  and

was  the  cable  lo>t  fn)m  the  James  Adger,  and  was 
seventy- four  miles  long.  The  cable  previous  to  being 
shipped  to  this  country  was  insured  in  London  for  $76,- 
000.  Tho  New-York,  Newfoandland  and  London  Tele¬ 
graph  Company  to  whom  it  was  consigned,  sued  the 
Board  of  Underwriters  in  London,  to  recover  this  in¬ 
surance,  tho  Underwriters  refusing  to  pay  it.  A  settle¬ 
ment  was  recently  effected  by  tho  Board  of  Under¬ 
writers  paying  G9  per  cent ,  and  renouncing  aU  cbim  to 
the  cable.  Some  two  weeks  since  parties  were  sent  on 
from  New-Y<irk  by  tho  New-York,  Newfoandland  and 
London  Telegraph  Company,  to  make  efi'orts  for  the 
recovery  of  tbe  cable,  and  at  Cape  Breton  they  char¬ 
tered  a  vessel  for  the  purpose,  with  the  resalt  as  above 
stated.  This  cable  was  an  inch  in  diameter,  with  four 
conductors  insniated  with  gntta  percha. 

Jas.  S.  Hackney  Qnarter  Master  General  at  Jeffer¬ 
son  City,  writes  to  the  Jefiforson  Humtner  denying  the 
charge  made  by  a  correspoudent  of  the  Mbsonri  Dtmo- 
trot,  that  Gov.  Price  bad  seat  twelve  cannon  and 
twenty-two  boxes  of  muskets  to  Atchinson  and  String- 
fellow  for  the  conquest  of  Kansas.  The  letter  says  that 
no  arms  have  been  given  out  of  the  State  Arsenal  ex¬ 
cept  te  regnlarly  organized  Companies,  and  not  then 
nntil  every  reqniiement  of  tbe  Platte  Militia  bw  had 
been  complied  with.

Price  has 
invariably  refused  aU  applications  for  arms  from  par¬ 
ties  not  entitled  to  receive  them. 

At  the  American  Convention  In  Connecticut  last

of  tbe  State  opposed  to  the  election  of  James  Bnchanan, 
for  the  purpose  of  nominating  an  electoral  ticket. 

The  Michigan  Republican  State  Convention  met 
at  Marshall,  on  the  8th  day,  and  renominated  B.  8 
Brigham  and  all  the  present  State  officers.  Presiden¬ 
tial  electors  were  also  nominated. 

tsr  The  old  line  whigs  of  Maryland  met  In  State  Con¬ 
vention  at  Baltimore  last  week,  and  adopted  a  platform. 

As  for  the  Presidential  candidates  in  the  field,  they  re¬ 
gard  Fremont  as  unqualified  and  the  principles  of  the 
repnblican  party  nnconstitational ;  Mr.  Buchanan’s 
0.stend  Conference  doctrines  are  dangerous  to  tho  peace 
of  tbe  country ;  bnt  Mr.  Fillmore  b  the  man  to  restore 
tranquility  to  the  country,  Ac. 

t^k  long  letter  from  Hon.  Kenneth  Raynor  ap¬ 
pears  in  the  Raleigh  lUgister.  Mr.  Raynor  declines 
the  nomination  for  the  Yice-Presldency',  tendered  him 
by  tbe  split  Convention  of  New  York,  which  put  Com. 
Stockton  in  nomination  for  the  Presidency.  He  de¬ 
clares  that  he  will  support  Mr.  Fillmore. 

tW'  Tbe  Travdler  to  informed  that  the  nomination 
of  Amos.  Lawrence,  Esq.,  as  Elector  of  President  at 
large,  by  tbe  American  Convention  at  Springfield,  was 
made  without  consultation  with  him,  and  that  he  will 
decline  being  a  candidate. 

The  newspapers  in  Baltimore  and  Philadeipnb 
notice  a  large  increase  of  mortality  in  those  cities  dar¬ 
ing  the  p.ast  week.

The  returns  from  the  election  in  New  Brunswick 
show  a  large  majority  in  favor  of  the  repeal  of  the  pro¬ 
hibitory  bw. 

A  fearful  tornado  passed  over  a  portion  of  Frank¬ 
lin  county,  last  week,  doing  an  incalcnbbb  amonnt  of 
damage,  sweeping  down  fiwests,  scattering  fences,  de¬ 
stroying  all  manner  of  bollding  and  other  property,  and 
leaving  nothing  bnt  desolation  in  its  track.  There  were 
864  bnildings  of  all  kinds  ii\jared,  including  128  dwel¬ 
lings,  4  stores,  2  cbnrcfaes  and  three  school-houses. 

Sidney  Y.  Howard  has  been  sent  to  the  Tniliftna 
Prison  for  two  years.  He  b  tbe  young  man  who  robbed 
the  State  Bank  at  Indianapolb,  in  which  he  was  a  clerk, 
several  years  ago,  and  escaped  ;  bnt  after  traveling  over 
the  coDutry,  pu'Siied  by  coosoience,  he  begged  an  offi¬ 
cer  at  8t  Paul,  Minnesota,  to  arrest  him,  and,  being 
taken  to  Indianapolb,  pleaded  guilty. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Now-Tork,  by  a 
vote  of  fourteen  to  eight,  passed  a  resolntion  that  there 
should  bo  raised  by  tax  In  the  City  and  County  of 
New-York,  the  sum  of  $200,000  for  the  improvement  of 
the  Central  Park,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  Commbsionera  of  aaid  Park. 

Tho  General  Committees  of  tbe  two  sections  of 
tbe  Democratic  party  in  thb  State,  are  henceforth 
nnited  in  one  body.

J-  S.  Consden,  a  man  abont  35  years  of  age, 
who,  as  b  alleged,  for  a  considerable  time  past  has 
been  engaged  in  tho  mannfactaro  and  dbposal  of  coun¬ 
terfeit  bank  bilb,  was  arrested  last  week  at  No.  82 
Duane  street,  and  the  officers  found  about  340,000  in 
nnsigned  $5  bills,  npon  the  Union  Bank  at  Providence, 

R.  I.,  and  the  Union  Bank  at  8 wanton  Palls,  Vt.;  and 
on  hb  person  they  found  3360  of  the  Providence  bills 
signed.  Besides  thb  counterfeit  money,  the  officers 
found  a  large  press,  the  plates  from  which  the  bilb 
were  made,  rollers,  paints,  dies,  and,  in  short,  all  the 
requisite  apparatus  to  carry  on  the  business.  The  bilb 
are  exceedingly  well  executed  and  calculated  to  de¬ 
ceive. 

"  The  experiment  of  introducing  camels  into  the

Pull  of  enterprise  end  fired  with  xesd,  he 
pusIiM  bis  way  to  the  West  as  the  field  of  bis  future  labors- 
spent  a  short  time  in  PredoniA,  N.T.,  and  crossed  Lake  Erie 
to  tbe  almost  untrodden  Territory  of  Michigaa  Through  its 
forests,  plains  and  prairies  he  urged  his  way.  The  early  set¬ 
tlers  of  the  beantinil  eity  of  Ann  Arbor,  the  New  Hareu  af 
Michigan,  remember  him  with  affection  and  often  speak  of  hie 
labors  with  emotions  cf  gnititnde.  In  several  plnoee  he  made 
the  beginning  of  flonrishing  ohnrohes;  labored  with  aeal  and 
self-denial;  sometimes  slept  on  the  gronnd,  exhausted  hia  pow¬ 
ers.  and  injured  his  health.  He  was  for  a  season  in  the  employ 
of  the  American  Home  Missionary  Boelety.  Mr.  Page  was  the 
first  delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  sent  from  the  Territory 
of  Michigan.  Hit  voice,  with  that  of  the  earnest  and  teff-de- 
nytng  Hornell  and  the  eleqaent  Harrison,  have  often  been 
heai^  in  our  ecclesiaetlcal  meetings.  Many  of  the  early  mU- 
sloharies  look  back  to  those  di^s  with  emotions  that  can  Mtter 
be  Imagined  than  expressed.  The  settlement  of  a  new  country 
costs  no  little  amount  of  labor  and  self  dunial.  and  not  a  few 
lives.

Mr.  P.  had  perform^ 
little  or  no  ministerial  labor.  HIs  eonstilntlon,  naturally  strong 
was  broken  down;  his  mind  vigorons  and  elastic,  was  Impaired.’ 
His  labors  are  now  closed;  hut  his  memory  will  live.  Mrl^ae 
had  peouUarities  which  distlngo'shed  him  from  many  of  hie 
brethren  In  the  ministry.  There  was  a  vigor  of  thought  and  a 
terseness  of  expression  pesnilar  to  himself.  On  some  subjects 
Ms  views  and  expressions  will  never  be  forentten  by  those  who 
hoard  him.  His  friends  will  oherish  his  memory  with  ntearful 
affection,  and  anticipate  another  meeting  In  that  world  where 
tears  are  all  wiped  away.

But  will  it  be  believed  that  all  this  folly,  and 
manifestations  a  thousand-fold  worse,  are  to  be 
found  in  numberless  instances  in  regard  to  inter¬ 
ests  infinitely  greater  and  more  important  ?  With 
all  their  faculties  of  thought — with  death  and 
eternity  before  them — with  the  sure  light  of  God’s 
Word,  and  the  blessed  calls  of  His  gospel  to 
guide  them — men  live  in  utter  indifference  to 
these  great  concerns  !  They  ignore  death,  and 
all  the  revelations  of  the  ctern^  world,  and  live 
and  labor  on,  as  if  they  had  to  live  here  alway ! 
They  see  their  friends  struck  down  by  death  at 
their  sides,  and  they  lay  them  decently  in  their 
graves,  and  then  betake  them.sclves  anew  to  their 
world-strivings,  as  if  they  had  made  a  covenant 
with  death,  and  had  no  reason  to  fear  his  coming. 
And  though  death  comes  and  calls  them  away 
too,  others  step  into  their  places,  to  run  the  same 
thoughtless  course !  Such  is  the  folly  of  your 
worldly-wise  men,  running  counter  to  the  plainest 
dictates  of  prudence  and  common  sense.  Thought¬ 
lessness  destroys  millions  of  souls,  rather  toan 
open  and  gross  sin.

“WHO  ABE  THESE?”

These  are  they  who  once  loved  us,  but  whose 
fondly  beaming  eyes  return  the  glances  of  our 
eyes  no  more.  These  are  they  who  walked  joy¬ 
ously  and  with  firm  steps  beside  us  through  the 
glory  and  the  beauty  of  life’s  morning;  and, 
perchance,  until  the  sun  of  noon  shone,  hot  and 
high  above  us,  and  then  vanished  from  our  way. 
They,  whose  warm  hearts  failed  us  not  while  we 
wallra/l  t.ngf:ther,  thoush  they  beat  for  us  and 
yearn  over  us  no  more.  These  are  they  whose 


outline  history  of  the  great  mass  of  dying  and 
dead  churches,  in  toe  Eastern  and  the  Middle 
States. 

These  pious  worldlings  select  in  most  cases  a 
new  home  without  consulting  the  religious  wants 
of  their  families.  Greater  Christian  usefulness 
they  did  not  intend  by  a  removal.  The  salva¬ 
tion  of  their  children  was  second  in  importance. 
Like  Lot  attracted  by  external  beauty  and  earth¬ 
ly  gmn,  their  tent  is  “  pitched  toward  Sodom,” 
or  in  Sodom,  without  thought  of  consequences. 
God  may  overrule  the  desires  of  worldly  gtdn  for 
the  extension  of  His  kingdom.  In  some  new 
field  he  may  call  the  wanderer  to  duty.  But  will 
toiH  imintended  good  justify  an  irreparable  evil  ? 
The  right  to  emigrate  we  would  deny  to  no  one. 
But  can  toe  Christian  make  gain  the  ruling  ob¬ 
ject  of  change  ?  Is  it  right  for  him  to  aid  in  the 
destruction  of  the  institutions  of  religion  in  one 
locality,  because  he  may  aid  to  build  them  in  an¬ 
other  as  an  incidental  result  of  removal  ? 

A  minister  is  justified  in  changing  locations— 
if  he  is  starved  to  the  necessity ;  but  never  for 
the  object  of  making  money.  Unless  greater, 
usefulness  is  apparent  in  his  removal,  even  though 
necessity  compels  it,  the  Church  sits  in  judg¬ 
ment  upon  his  purpose  and  censures  the  wrong. 

It  is  settled  in  the  practical  theology  of  the 
Church,  that  the  minister  “must  count  all  things 
but  loss  for  Christ.”  With  a  bare  support  he 
must  be  satisfied.  For  him  to  remove  and  put  a 
bad  man  in  his  place  could  not  be  endured.  Pro¬ 
vision  for  the  education  of  his  children  or  the 
support  for  his  family  when  he  is  dead,  must  be 
made  with  great  circumspection.  Even  his  in¬ 
heritance  of  property  from  deceased  kindred  is 
viewed  with  a  jealous  eye.  We  would  not  com¬ 
plain  of  this  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  Church. 
But  wo  would  ask  the  private  Christian,  or  the 
office  bearer,  if  he  has  a  right  to  remove  his  re¬ 
lations  without  regarding  his  greater  usefulness 
as  the  ruling  object?  Has  he  a  right  for  the 
sake  of  gain,  to  sell  his  property  to  another, 
when  he  is  satisfied  that  the  buyer  will  do  all  in 
his  power  to  destroy  the  church  ?  He  may  buy 


this  life  is  all — that  mere  materialism  is  the  only 
valid  philosophy,  and  that  all  culture  beyond 
man’s  temporal  necessities  is  quite  a  superfluous 
affair.  Besides,  those  who  wish  education  to  be 
purely  secular,  would  be  profited  by  investigating 
the  statistics  of  crime ;  would  do  well  to  examine 
toe  condition  of  the  most  enlightened  countries 
in  this  regard,  and  see  how  rapidly  the  number 
of  criminal  cases  has  been  increasing  {hand  pas- 
sib  us  equis)  with  too  means  of  secular  education. 
Tbo  truth  is,  that  unless  Christianity  accompa¬ 
nies  education  as  an  integral  part  of  it,  evils  in¬ 
calculable  and  innumerable  will  attend  the  diffu¬ 
sion  of  knowledge. 

The  argument  is,  not  that  “  ignorance  is  the 
mother  of  devotion,  nor  of  sound  morals,  but 
that  education  should  be  Christianized  in  order 
to  secure  the  public  welfare.  Develop  and  cul¬ 
tivate  man’s  whole  nature,  if  the  highest  benefit 
is  to  be  contemplated  and  reached.  But,  admit 
the  truth  of  this  position,  that  every  course  of 
public  instruction  should  include  a  summary  of 
Christian  principle,  then  some  will  be  disposed  in 
the  next  place  to  ask  what  it  shall  be  ?  Precisely 
to  this  question  it  is  that  educators  should  give 
their  prompt  and  earnest  attention.  It  is  not  a 
question  surrounded  with  insuperable  difficulty, 
as  is  generally  assumed.  Enlist  the  minds  of 
the  Christian  teachers  in  any  State  for  this  in¬ 
quiry,  and  a  satisfactory  solution  of  it  would  be 
found.  Collect  the  Christian  parents  in  any 
town  or  vUlage,  and  let  them  confer  in  regard  to 
it 

The  being  of  God  and  His  attributes,  the  life 
and  death  of  a  Redeemer,  the  life  eternal  that 
depends  on  our  present  state,  and  our  conduct  in 
it,  are  truths  in  which  the  vast  majority  concur, 
and  which  most  accept  with  entire  cordiality. 
These  should  be  taught  statedly,  and  to  all,  with 
an  ardor  more  constant  than  any  other  topic  can 
inspire.  The  adoption  of  such  a  scheme  of 
Christian  truth  in  our  school  instruction  is  the 
proper  medium  and  common  ground  between  sec¬ 
tarianism  and  blank  materialism.  No  heathen 
can  teach  this,  and  no  Christian  should  be  con¬ 
tented  to  teach  less  than  this,  if  he  would  live  in 
accordance  with  his  avowed  belief.  .  It  is  no 
creed.  It  is  Divine  truth.  It  finds  ample  war¬ 
rant  from  every  source  of  evidence  to  which  we 
can  appeaL  It  deserves  a  place  in  every  heart.

In  his  preface,  Sir  Archibald  Alison  states  that  this  is 
the  prodnction  of  Mr.  Hacklander,  whom  he  character¬ 
izes  as  nniting  in  himself  the  most  striking  qualities  of 
onr  greatest  contemporary  novelists  He  evidently  has 
the  highest  estimate  of  this  work,  racking  it  with  the 
best  of  Dickens’s  or  Bolwer’s.  We  donbt  very  much 
whether  the  learned  historian  will  bo  followed  in  his 
high  estimate.  The  work  is  very  sprightly,  and  even 
forcible,  in  dialogue,  and  shows  piquancy  and  akill  in 
the  development  of  character,  particulaily  of  the  low 
and  wicked.  Its  plot  however,  is  very  loose,  and  inar¬ 
tistic,  and  the  whole  conception  feeble.  As  a  work  of 
art  it  is  not  to  be  named  in  the  same  day  with  David 
C<^perfleld,  or  with  any  one  of  Scott’s  or  Cooper’s.  Its 
great  merit,  as  a  literary  performance,  consists  in  the 
dramatic  vivacity  and  point  of  its  dialogue,  and  the  in¬ 
terest  of  individual  passages.  Its  moral  aim  is  scarcely 
better.  It  undertakes  to  prove  all  classes  of  Eunqiean 
society  to  be  in  slavery— each  class  the  slave  of  the  one 
above  it,  and  the  higher  classes  slaves  of  their  pas¬ 
sions  and  pride.  The  thesis  can  be  made  out  only  by 
exaggeration  which  amounts  to  caricature.  Tet  as  will 
be  seen,  the  work  has  its  points  of  unquestionable  genius 
and  power.

Your  regular  correspondent  has  given  a  sketch 
of  the  meeting  of  the  General  A.s80ciation,  at  Salem. 
There  vras  not  a  little  fear  in  some  quarters  lest 
strenuous  elTort  should  be  made,  and  with  success 
to  follow  the  example  of  our  “  little  sister”  in  Rhode 
Island,  and  declare  that  we  would  have  nothing 
mure  to  do,  ecclesiastically,  with  the  Presbyterian 
Assemblies.  But  the  Lord  delivered  us  from  the 
perpetration  of  this  folly  for  the  present,  and  wo 
pray  that  He  will  deliver  os.  Yet  had  suchaetiun 
been  taken  it  would  doubtless  have  been  owing  in 
part  to  a  misapprehension  of  the  true  position  of  the 
Assemblies  upon  the  vexed  subject.  It  is  extremely 
difficult  for  some  of  oor  good  people  to  “  get  the 
hang”  of  the  Cunstitution  of  your  Ohurch, — what 
you  ean  do, — what  you  cannot  do, — what  the  proper 
business  of  your  Assembly  is,  and  what  is  nut  with¬ 
in  its  province.  A  little  more  light  on  this  subject, 
with  more  extensive  information  regarding  &ct8 
will  essentially  modify  all  existing  disposition  to 
abandon  correspondence,  except  in  rare  instances. 

The  reports  from  district  Associations  present  the 
usual  variety  of  spiritual  scenery.

The  ha^is  of  this  work  Is  the  lecturcB  of  Prof.  Bar¬ 
ron  at  the  Univerklty  of  St  Andrews.  But  the  editor 
has  added  to  tbese  lectnreu  by  making  copious  selec- 
tiens  from  Wirtts,  Abercrombie,  Brown ,Whately,  Stuart. 
Mill,  (whom  he  miscalls  Mills,)  and  TbomjKion.  The.ie 
aelectionB  aim  at  rupplemecting  the  Lectures  where 
they  are  defective.  The  work  has  something  of  the 
same  character  as  the  editor’s  eomjnlation  <m  Moral 
Edence.;  that  being  however,  entirely  made  up  of  thoeo 
Meotions. 

There  is  much  good  zenso  and  undoubted  truth  con¬ 
tained  in  the  volume ;  and  the  independent  remarks 
gathered  together  on  miscellaneous  topics  are  valuable. 
But  as  a  treatise  on  Logie,  aiming  to  present  a  Bcien- 
ttfic  or  a  complete  expoeitlon  of  the  Euhjeet,  it  is  weak 
and  unsatisfactory.  It  seems  to  have  no  conception  of 
the  science  as  such ;  neiiber  does  it  undertake  to  cover 
the  whole  domain  of  it ;  It  introduces  much  that  h(M  no 
tel(tiioD  to  it,  and  finally,  what  it  does  furnish  is  not 
digested  into  system.  The  reader  obtains  a  number  of 
general  remarks  and  useful  shreds,  hut  no  oonoeption 
of  Logic  as  a  science.  The  lectures  on  which  the  book 
ii  founded  are  meagre  (md  feeble :  and  the  patch- work 
of  wlectioDB  lacks  unity  and  relevancy,  however  good 
the  selections  may  be  in  themselves.  There  is  also  a

vitiated  (md  depraved  tastes,  and  darkened  con¬ 
sciences. 

The  position  of  (m  Editor  is  certainly  a  very  im¬ 
portant  one.  Every  person  filling  this  station 
should  strive  to  be  a  conservator  of  public  montis.
